IfessRs.  Editors  If  aver  r  he*rt  feels  the  emo- 
tioa  of  pttUude  to  God,  It  must  be  when,  after  toss¬ 
ing  for  many  days  upon  the  stormy  deep,  there  is  felt 
foeneath  the  feet  the  solid  land.  This  emotion  was 
«Bphatieaily  mine  as,  after  tho  experience  of  almost 
one  Qontinual  storm  for  twenty-six  days,  to  say 
Idling  of  its  IneTitable  and  horrid  attendant  sm- 
nirfasess,  by  far  the  worst  thing  in  the  whole  of  it, 
sor  little  bark  folded  her  white  srings  on  the  broad 
Msom  of  the  Tsgns. 

The  approach  to  Lisbon  is  magnificent  and  beau- 
itfoL  The  first  thing  seen  from  the  sea  is  the  im- 
aMDse  Rock,  called  by  the  same  name.  1 1  is  a  dark 
granitic  mass,  towering  up  in  dreary  solitude,  but 
wBsrding  an  unmistakable  landmaik  for  many  a 
league  away.  For  beauty  of  situation,  Lisbon  can 
Imrdlybe  surpassed.  It  disputes  the  palm  with 
for^tmed  Naples.  After  passing  the  Rock,  we  sweep 
swosnd  into  the  Tagus,  and  unroll,  for  nearly  nine 
smUes,  till  we  reached  the  city,  what  must  be  one 
of  the  loveliest  panoramas  in  the  world.  There  is 
one  continuous  succession  of  forts,  castles,  straggling 
wfllsges,  palaces,  churches  and  convents,  while  evei^ 
ttCtle  eminence  in  the  background,  on  every  “ 

occupied  by  a  whirling  wind-mill.  The  wind-miUs 


are  innumerable. 

Lisbon  iUelf  U  seated  on  many  lofty  hills ;  seven, 
they  say,  though  I  should  make  tho  number  gr« 
BT  rather  than  lees.  From  tho  extreme  proapi- 
tousneee  of  these  hills,  the  city  shows  msgnificmt^ 
hem  almost  every  point,  especially  from  ®  J 
uid  the  opposite  shore.  Every  summit  s 
with  a  church,  or  convent,  or  palace ;  while  from 
highest  of  them  aU  the  castle  of  St  George  iTOks 
townin  sullen  but  regal  pride.  You  are  astonished, 
a  coming  on  shore,  at  the  extreme  steepness  of  the 
toeots.  You  were  prepared  for  much,  but  you  find 
hem  even  more  hilly  than  you  had  supposed, 
iften  the  foundations  of  one  edifice  are  on  a  line 
rlth  the  roof  of  another  cf  some  five  or  six  stories  in 
he  very  next  street  below.  Pedestrianism,  under 
och  drcumstances,  you  may  well  imagine,  is 
omewhat  difficult.  The  Tallies  descend,  and  the 
ills  rise  in  every  direction ;  and  a  half-day’s  walk 
I  sufficient  to  make  you  cry  out  with  weariness. 


Walking  in  our  own  Dutch  capital,  up  tho  North 
river,  is  nothing  to  what  it  is  here ;  a  Liaboneso 
would  fancy  Albany  a  level  plain.  The  streets  are 
narrow,  and  the  buildings  are  very  high.  A  strik¬ 
ing  peculiarity  of  the  dwellings  is  the  prison-like 
aspect  of  the  lower  stories.  They  are  entered  by 
huge,  heavy  gateways,  while  the  windows  are 
grated  and  barred  as  if  to  withstand  a  sudden 
siege.  The  gloominess  of  their  appearance  was 
flsplained,  however,  when  I  learned  that  these  lower 
stories  were  used  as  stables  and  carriage -houses. 
Tho  fomily,  or  families,  for  tho  middling  classes 
occupy  only  a  story  each,  enter  by  the  common 
gateway,  and  the  living  apartments  are  all  above. 
An  amusing  story  is  told  of  an  English  gentleman 
.rwho,  having  built  and  finished  a  residence  in  the 
English  style,  and  having  rented  it,  during  a  tem- 
poisry  absence,  to  a  Portuguese  nobleman,  was 
Ikorrifiad,  on  hli  return,  to  find  that  his  beautiful 
lowor  parlors  had  been  converted  into  stalls  for  mules 
smd  horses.  I  had  associated  with  Lisbon  filth  and 
dogs.  Blit  it  is,  in  the  better  parts,  one  of  the  clean¬ 
est  cities  I  ever  knew.  The  carriageways,  and  gener¬ 
ally  the  sideways,  are  neatly  paved  or  macadamizod- 
A  groat  deal  of  taste  is  displayed,  in  many  instances, 
especially  in  two  or  three  of  the  publlc'iquares,  in 
disposing  the  paving  stones  in  a  s)rt  of  coarse 
mosaic  of  black  and  white.  The  side-walks  are 
generally  paved  precisely  like  the  streets,  which 
greatly  increases  the  discomfort  of  walking.  And 
«s  for  the  dogs,  in  their  great  excess,  they  have  long 
uinee  been  consigned  to  the  club  and  to  poison. 

The  grand  landing  from  the  river,  called  “Praco  do 
<3ommerclo,”  and  by  the  English,  “Black  House 
Square,”  is  said  to  be  one  of  tho  finest  of  the  kind  in 
Europe.  It  is  about  600  feet  across  each  way,  flanked 
OB  every  siderlut  that  of  the  river,  with  spacious 
buildings  of  uniform  appearance,  having  noble  stone 
arcades  next  the  square,  and  used  for  government 
•ad  municipal  offices.  In  the  centre  of  the  square 
it  a  colossal  bronze  equestrian  statue  of  D.  Jofe  I, 
restorer  of  the  city  after  the  great  earthquake ;  and 
a  magnificent  arch  is  thrown,  at  the  farther  end, 
across  the  entrance  to  the  street,  which  runs  from 
its  centre.  The  effect  of  this  arch  is  exceedingly 
grand.  What  a  magnificent  opportunity  for  some¬ 
thing  of  the  kind  is  presented  at  the  entrance  of  oor 
Broadway  from  the  Battery.  Why  not  raise  one 
there  as  a  monument  of  the  reocenpation  of  the  city 
by  Washington,  after  the  evacuation  ?  There  is 
nothing  of  the  kind,  1  believe,  in  the  United  States. 
The  site  of  this  square  and  the  whole  vicinity  was 
entirely  sunk  in  the  great  earthquake.  Here,  es¬ 
pecially,  a  quay,  to  which  many  thousands  of  the  ter¬ 
rified  people  had  Had  for  refuge,  went  down  with  its 
living  multitude  to  rise  no  more  forever.  The  city 
abounds  with  vestiges  of  the  great  earthquake.  The 
fiuest  of  these  are  the  ruins  of  the  Cosmo,  a  noble 
Oothie  church  built  in  1389.  The  porch,  almost 
half  buried,  is  exceedingly  elaborate,  though  greatly 
defaced  and  discolored.  Within,  though  the  roof, 
Bxcept  over  the  chancel,  is  entirely  gone,  the  glori¬ 
ous  arches  of  white  marble  stand,  almost  as  perfect 
-aa  when  just  completed.  They  must  spring  full  40 
feet  into  the  air.  But  underneath  them  are  all  sorts 
of  abominations ;  while,  where  stood  the  high  altar, 
amidst  exquisitely  cut  marbles,  roll  the  fumes  of  a 
idwmical  laboratory.  In  tho  rear,  over  the  Cosmo, 
hangs  a  deep  valley,  and  with  its  grand  old  archi¬ 
tecture,  scarred  and  broken,  yet,  undestrojed,  it 
teUt  at  once  to  the  mnltitudes  that  gaze  upward  of 
'Lisbon’s  former  glory,  and  of  tho  awful  event 
which,  in  one  short  hour,  humbled  it  in  the  dust. 
-I  find  that  the  people  stand  in  considerable  fear 
of  earthquakes.  A  shock  was  felt  less  than  two 
years  ago.  The  houses,  the  most  of  them,  are, 
etrangely  enough,  fearfully  high,  but  they  are  con¬ 
structed  with  walls  of  immense  thickness.  The  best 
oUss  of  the  more  recent  bnildings  are  pnt  up  with 
B  very  solid  frame  of  timber  first,  around  which. 


nnd  entirely  separate  from  it,  are  constructed  after¬ 
wards,  the  heavy  stone  walls.  It  is  supposed  that 
by  this  contrivance  in  the  event  of  another  earth- 
sfuake,  tho  walls  would  break  and  fall  ontward,  and 
leave  the  Inhabitants  on  tho  frame  standing  safely 
within. 

I  have  been  greatly  pleased  with  the  general 
use,  both  within  and  sritbout  the  confines  of  the 
city,  of  glazed  tiles.  They  are  some  five  inches 
equare,  and  colored  in  various  patterns  and  tints. 
They  sre  much  the  same,  I  think,  in  inbstsr-  ce,  as 
the  tiles  still  found  in  a  few  ef  our  old  American 
msosiona  about  the  chimney  jam.  Here  they  are 
the  universal  substitute,  in  all  the  rooms  of  a  house, 
for  our  wooden  base  board ;  and  almost  always  they 
serve  ss  s  wainscot,  for  three  feet  or  more,  on  the 
sides  of  the  inner  walls.  In  the  kitchen,  especi- 
«Uy,  they  sre  peeolisrly  nest.  Here  they  are  made 
to  eover  the  wall  entirely,  and  they  can  washed, 
witili*almost  as  little  tronble,  every  time  that  a  ser- 
SBBt  washes  the  dishes.  Outside  of  the  houses  they 
glsB  a  peculiarly  neat  and  cheerful  aspect.  Every 
rtower  washes  them  and  brings  them  oat  fresh  and 
bSMtifoL  I  saw  some,  still  ss  bright  ss  ever,  which 
imi  stood  ths  weather  for  more  than  a  hnndred

years.  I  wonld  by  all  means  cjmmend  their  nse  to 
oar  own  countrymen.  They  cannot  be  at  all  ex¬ 
pensive  when  regarded  in  the  light  of  their  neat¬ 
ness  and  dnrability.  Biildlng  stone  and  msrb’es 
are  here  very  abundant.  There  are  quarries  all 
around.  Some  of  the  marbles  are  exceedingly 
beautiful,  and  are  cut  and  sold  at  a  very  low  price. 
On  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  in  whose  sands 
have  been  found  considerable  gold,  which  the  people 
are  forbidden  to  work,  is  an  exceedingly  yellow 
sand  stone,  full  of  fossil  shells,  the  most  curious  of 
which  is  a  spirea.

The  Elections  and  the  Eclectic  Government. 

In  these  old  countries,  besides  the  interest  we 
take  in  the  political  movements  of  the  day— in  the 
oompoeition  of  Parliament  and  the  construction  o 
government — we  regard  them  with  solemn  Mxiet^ 
because  of  their  influence  on  the  “  freedom  w  c 
is  necessary  to  tho  success  of  the  gos^l.  ^ 
not,  then,  be  uninteresting  to  your  readers,  if  I  no 
tice  the  probable  results  of  the  elections  for  a  new 
parliament,  on  the  constitution  of  which  will  depend 
the  government,  in  reference  to  the  religious  inter¬ 
ests  of  this  empire.  These  arc  advanced  or  coun¬ 
teracted  according  to  the  character  cf  the  men  who 
conduct  religious  ministrations ;  and  as  long  as  there 
is  an  established  Church,  the  character  of  the  men 
will  be  modified  by  the  administration  in  which  the 
chief  appointments  are  invested. 

The  first  and  immediate  result  of  the  elections 
will  be  the  continnance  of  Palmerston  as  Premier, 
with  a  staff  ef  subordinates,  perhaps,  modified  as  to 
the  men,  but  with  a  policy  not  greatly  differing 
from  that  with  which  he  is  already  identified.  He 
has  given,  in  various  speeches  and  manifestoes,  a 
pretty  full  outline  of  it,  from  which  i  choose  to  des¬ 
ignate  it  Edectic.  The  boundaries  between  Whig 
and  Tory  have  been  so  broken  down— Derby,  when 
in  power,  has  been  so  compelled  to  act  the  Whig, 
and  Palmerston  has  so  much  still  of  the  rolics  of 
his  primitive  Toryism — that  these  terms  have  ceased 
to  describe  them,  or  the  parties  that  are  marshalled 
under  them.  Political  chieftains,  now-a-days,  utter 
certain  watchwords  as  the  sjmbo’s  of  their  distinc¬ 
tive  policy.  Palmerston  seems  to  have  selected 
from  them  all,  and  to  have  framed  a  compound  that 
has  caught  the  fancy  of  the  people. 

Derby  is  for  peace  and  non-interference;  by 
which  he  means.  Let  despots  do  their  will,  and  peo¬ 
ple  struggle  without  sympathy ;  and  Palmerston 
says  also.  Peace,  but  with  the  honor  of  the  nation, 
and  the  rights  and  safety  of  its  people  in  foreign 
countries.  And  he  is  happy  enough  to  meet  the 
new  Parliament  with  a  Persian  peace,  and  the  Em¬ 
peror  ot  China  justifying  him  against  his  own  gov¬ 
ernor.  And  he  will  only  check  the  tyrants  and 
foster  liberty  by  the  moral  power  of  opinion.  And 
lo !  Manchester  is  with  him.  Russell  proclaims  re¬ 
trenchment,  economy,  reform ;  and  Palmerston  re¬ 
fuses  him  a  monopoly  of  these,  bearing  on  his  ban¬ 
ner,  retrenchment  with  administrative  efficiency, 
economy  with  public  safety,  reform  without  revo¬ 
lution  !  But  over  and  above  all,  he  is  for  honest, 
sound,  working  Protestant  clergy  in  the  Church, 
and  impartiality  of  government  towards  all  religious 
communities.  Hence,  hated  by  the  extremes,  the 
Premier  is  sustained  by  the  great  body  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  Roman  Catholics,  Churchmen  and  Dissenters. 

It  will  be  obvious,  from  all  this,  that,  in  my  opin¬ 
ion,  as  Palmerston  is  likely  to  be  firmly  seated  for 
a  while,  as  the  result  of  the  returns  from  the  gen¬ 
eral  election  now  in  progress,  so  this  result  will  be 
favorable  to  the  advancement  of  evangelical  truth 
and  spiritual  piety.  It  is  not.  that  the  man  himself 
designs  such  a  result,  or  perhaps  appreciates  it ; 
bat  the  friends  of  freedom  in  religion  will  have  at 
once  a  clear  stage,  and  encouragement  to  ply  their 
work,  and  filling  the  church  vacancies  from  the 
ranks  of  the  evangelicals,  under  the  guidance  of 
Lord  Shaftesbury,  will  give  to  truth  and  holiness  a 
preponderance  over  the  Romanizing  errors  of  High 
Church  Tractarianism. 

Some  Phases  of  the  Elections. 

Awhile  ago.  Dr.  Cullen,  the  Pope’s  legate,  pro¬ 
hibited,  by  authority  from  Rome,  tho  clergy  from 
becoming,  or  rather  continuing  to  be,  agitating  pol¬ 
iticians.  A  tacit  understanding,  however,  with  the 
government,  filled  places  from  the  ranks  of  the 
young  Irelanders,  for  the  good  of  the  Church.  And 
so  there  was  a  relaxation  of  the  restriction.  The 
Legato  published  one  of  his  constantly  recurring 
“  Pastorals,”  instructing  the  clergy  that  they  might, 
from  the  “  pltar,”  instruct  the  people  as  to  the  votes 
they  should  give.  “Religious  men,”  they  were 
told,  were  in  all  cases  to  be  preferred;  this,  of 
course,  meant  men  who  would  make  the  cause  of 
the  Church  paramount,  and  so  even  the  most  “  lib¬ 
eral  ”  Protestants  wero  sot  aside.  Accordingly,  in 
Dublin,  where' Mr.  Brady,  son  of  the  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor— a  liberal  Protestant,  started  along  with  Rey¬ 
nolds,  a  Roman  Catholic — the  gennine  children  of 
the  Church  “  plumped  ”  for  Reynolds.  But  the  re¬ 
sult  was  to  let  in  the  Tory  opponents  Gregan  and 
Vance. 

But  the  admonition  was  fitted  to  tell  wisely ;  for, 
in  places  wholly  Popish— as  Tipperary,  or  Clare,  or 
Mayc — ^tbe  “  religious  men  ”  would  mean  the  red 
hot  ultramontanists,  pledged  to  oppose  every  gov¬ 
ernment  that  would  not  make  religions  equality  and 
tenant  right  “  cabinet  questions ;”  but  in  places 
where  tho  contest  would  be,  not  between  the  ultras 
and  the  “  government  Catholics,”  but  between  the 
latter  and  “  conservative  Protet^ts,”  or  even  “  lib¬ 
eral  Protestants  ” — then  tho  “religions  men  ”  would 
mean  the  government  Catholics — tho  very  men 
whom  the  bitter  Papists  would  put  out,  even  at  the 
expense  of  letting  in  Tories.  The  commands  of  the 
Legate  being  all-potent,  even  snppose  electors  had 
pledged  themselves  to  vote  for  a  benefactor  how¬ 
ever  unexceptionable,  or  a  landlord  however  kind, 
they  must  break  their  word  if  a  “  Son  of  the 
Church  ”  set  up  in  opposition. . 


CHGBCH  MUSIC.

Messrs.  Editors  ;  I  have  been  much  interested 
in  the  series  of  articles  on  Church  Music  which  you 
have  been  publishing  for  some  weeks  put  from  the 
pen  of  Mr.  Thomu  Bastings.

Almost  every  church  hu  its  peculiar  diffi- 
cultiee.  For  example,  one  church  is  destitute  of  a 
leading  Christian  mind  capable  of  giving  the  right 
direction  to  thU  Important  part  of  Divtae  worship. 
Another  hu  a  man  of  wealth  and  Christian  influ¬ 
ence,  who  claims  from  his  position  that  he  should 
have  things  very  much  his  own  way ;  and  yet  he 
hu  bat  an  imperfect  idea  of  what  is  wanting.  A 
third  is  supplied  with  a  powerful  organ,  whose 
donor,  or  builder,  or  popular  player,  is  determined 
that  every  pipe  shall  speak,  whatever  becomes  of 
the  voioM  of  the  people.  A  foorth  hu  a  vocalist 
for  a  mnsic  director  who  is  too  popular  to  be  dis¬ 
missed,  though  he  is  wanting  in  piety,  the  first  re- 
qoisite  of  acceptable  praise. 

It  wonld  be  easy  to  mnltiply  instances  of  churches 
having  similar  or  equally  formidable  obstacles  to 


eacounter  in  every  attempt  they  mako  to  bring 
abaut  the  deeired  improvements  in  their  mnsx.  D 
Mr.  Hsstinp  would  give  us  his  couhsel  in  cues  like 
those  cited  above,  he  would  oblige  many  of  your 
perplexed  subscribers. 

LBTTBB  FBOM  BOSTON. 
Correspondence  of  Assooistions  with  tho  General 
Assembly. 

Bosioy,  AprU22,lSil. 

Mr.  Editor  :  You  donbtless  recollect  the  trouble 
that  hu  been  made  in  General  Assemblies,  Associ¬ 
ations  and  Conventions,  by  the  action  of  Foreign 
Bodies  through  their  Delegates ;  and  that  some  of 
these  Bodies  have  threatened  to  discontinue  such 
correspondence  with  others,  u  a  rebuke  for  some 
offence.  At  the  lut  meeting  of  the  General  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Mucachnsetts,  a  proposal  wu  made  to 
open  a  correspondence,  by  annual  exchange  of  Del¬ 
egates,  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church.  The 
Committee  to  whom  this  was  referred,  instead  of 
recommending  its  adoption,  introduced  resolutions 
for  discontinuing  our  correspondence  with  other  de¬ 
nominations.  These  resolutions  were  referred  to 
tho  District  Associations,  to  report  at  the  next 
meeting.  Several  of  the  District  Asacciations  have 
passed  and  published  their  views.  A  majority  of 
those  who  have  published,  I  believe,  are  in  favor  of 
the  discontinuance,  but  for  various  reuons.  By 
some,  it  is  desired  u  a  rebuke ;  by  others,  u  a 
means  of  peace ;  while  others  are  not  ready  for  the 
discontinuance. 

The  Salem  Assodation  hu  taken  ground  so  pecn- 
liar,  that  I  send  you  a  copy  of  their  resolutions, 
which  I  believe  you  have  not  yet  published.  They 
are  u  follows : 

Resolved  1.  That,  while  for  various  reasons  tho 
members  of  this  B  jdy  are  in  favor  of  discontinuing 
the  present  mode  of  stated  Correspondence,  between 
the  “  General  Association  of  Massachusetts  ”  and 
the  “  General  Assemblies  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,”  they  would  be  opposed  to  any  action  of 
the  General  Association  which  would  be  cf  the  na¬ 
ture  or  purpose  of  discipline. 

Resolved  2.  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Body,  it 
is  expedient  for  the  General  Association  to  discon¬ 
tinue  the  existing  mode  of  Correspondence  with  all 
Foreign  Bodies,  u  soon  u  such  discontinuance  may 
be  effected  in  an  amicable  and  Christian  manner. 

Some  members  of  the  Salem  Association,  with 
whom  I  have  conversed,  think  that  their  proposal 
will  not  be  adopted  by  the  General  Asscciation  this 
year ;  but  they  expect  that  the  idea  will  work 'in 
men’s  minds  till  it  is  generally  adopted  by  the  Ec- 
clcsiasticti  Bodies  that  now  correspond  by  annual 
delegates ;  and  that  at  no  very  distant  day.  Others 
think  it  possible  that  the  General  Association  may 
act  favorably  upon  it,  at  lout  so  far  u  to  refer  it  to 
the  District  Associations. 

Thi.s  proposal  is  gaining  adherents  in  other  Asso* 
oiations,  and  even  in  other  States,  u  is  evident  from 
the  leading  editorial  of  the  Vermont  Chronicle  of  this 
week. 

On  the  whole,  the  prospect  is,  that  the  Corres¬ 
pondence,  in  its  present  form,  will  be  discontinued ; 
but  not  wholly  in  a  bad  temper.  *

Bbbaba,  III.,  April  14,  1867. 

I  am  now  in  this  rapidly  growing  town,  which 
spreads  itself  oat  like  a  pair  cf  saddle  bags,  large 
at  the  two  ends,  with  but  a  single  belt  or  street 
connecting  them,  on  which  are  but  few  houses. 
These  extremities  are  called  Old  Urbana  and  West 
Urbana.  The  distance  between  is  a  mile  and  a  half. 
Looking  at  them  reminds  one  of  the  slides  that  oc¬ 
cur  on  mountains,  where  the  part  left  remains  in 
all  its  regularity,  and  the  part  broken  off  is  scatter¬ 
ed  in  great  confusion. 

Old  Urbana  stands  on  an  elevated  point  of  prai¬ 
rie,  skirted  by  woods,  that  give  it  a  charming  ap¬ 
pearance.  As  the  Railroad  was  built  leaving  it  a 
mile  and  a  half  distant  from  its  track,  the  slide 
commenced  and  now  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  great 
thoroughfare,  equal  in  popnlation  to  the  old  town. 
Together  they  number  about  2^500— each  about 
half  that  numBer. 

It  seems  that  most  of  the  churches  went  with 
the  slide.  The  Presbyterian  and  Congregational 
aro  both  down  by  the  Railroad,  each  having  a 
church  edifice,  and  none  appears  in  Old  Urbana  of 
these  denominations.  Recently,  a  New  School  min¬ 
ister,  Rev.  Mr.  Striker,  has  gone  into  the  old  part, 
found  a  large  number  ready  to  organize,  and  has 
got  together  thirty- five  who  form  a  New  School 
church,  and  raise  $700  for  his  support.  They  are 
making  arrangements  to  build  a  large  house  this 
season,  and  from  all  appearances  this  church  is 
stronger  at  the  start  than  the  Old  School  or  Oon- 
grogational  churches  which  went  with  the  slide. 
The  Old  School  church  has  a  minister  half  the  time, 
and  the  Congregational  is  entirely  vacant 

West  Urbana  is  on  a  rich,  wide  spreading  plain 
of  the  most  fertile  soil,  but  without  a  tree.  Old 
Urbana  over  looks  it  all.  Like  all  new  places  in 
the  West,  the  former  is  rough  and  unfinished,  dis¬ 
orderly  in  its  appearance,  while  the  latter  shows 
order  and  regularity.  Time  will  charge  the  new 
part  and  deck  it  with  attractions.  Noble  monu¬ 
ments  of  enterprise  and  thrift  are  scattered  through 
it,  surrounded  with  the  rudeness  of  now  formations. 

Here  I  find  a  solitary  instance  of  improvement 
that  I  could  wish  were  more  common.  The  depot 
and  a  large  three-story  hotel  are  all  one,  standing 
by  the  platform  of  the  track,  so  that  the  tronble  of 
transportisg  baggage  is  unnecemry.  Travelers  find 
the  largest  and  bast  accommodations  in  the  place, 
the  moment  they  step  from  the  cars,  without  the 
disagreeable  contact  of  hackmen  and  the  no  less 
disagreeable  necessity  cf  sometimea  facing  driving 
rains  and  snows.  If  Railroad  companies  would  copy 
this  model,  and  make  arrangements  to  entertain 
travelers  as  well  as  transport  them,  and  see  that 
their  accommodations  were  as  good  and  cheap  as 
could  be  found,  it  wonld  increase  their  revenues  and 
greatly  improve  the  advantages  of  the  travelling 
pnblic,  especially  in  places  where  depots  are  in  cen¬ 
ters  of  growing  villages.  To  be  subjected  to  the 
scrambles  of  a  greedy  set  of  hackmen  at  every  sta¬ 
tion — to  endore  the  impositions  or  to  submit  to  the 
fatigue  of  lugging  a  carpet  bag,  and  getting  a  trunk 
oonveyed  to  and  from  distant  hotels,  are  the  forbid¬ 
ding  disagreeables  attendant  upon  all  travelers.  Let 
the  depot  and  hotel  be  one,  and  kept  clear  of  impo¬ 
sition,  so  that  the  public  will  understand  that  the 
cheapest  and  best  place  is  in  the  Oompany’s  house, 
and  both  parties  would  be  decided  gainers.

P.  S.  All  along  this  Railroad  new,  thriving  vil¬ 
lages  are  rising,  commonly  without  any  organized 
chnrches,  with  but  occasional  preaching  in  school 
rooms  and  private  houses.  In  almost  any  of  these 
a  minister  might  settle  down,  go  to  work,  and  grow 
with  its  growth.  He  wonld  thus  form  a  center  of 
enlargement  and  be  like  leaven  in  the  lamp.  This 
connty  has  about  doubled  its  population  the  last 
year,  and  property  has  risen  in  proportion. 

Use  or  Clouds  and  Storms. — A  blaok  cloud 
makes  the  traveller  mend  his  paoe,  and  mind  his 
home ;  whereM  a  foir  day  and  a  pleasant  way 
waste  his  time,  and  that  st^eth  away  his  affeo- 
tions  in  the  prospects  of  the  country.  However 
others  may  think  of  it,  yet  I  take  it  as  a  meroy, 
that  now  and  then  some  olouds  oome  between  me 
and  my  sun,  and  many  times  some  troubles  do 
eoooeal  my  oomforts ;  for  I  peroeiTe,  if  I  should 
find  too  mnoh  friendship  in  my  inn,  in  my  jul- 
grimage,  I  should  soon  forget  my  father’s  house 
and  my  heritage. — Dr.  Luma. 


XiETTBB  FBOM  ABCHBISHOP  HUGHES. 

7b  the  Editor  of  the  Eranyeluf : 

An  interesting  controversy  might  be  expected 
when  different  religions  denominations  are  contend¬ 
ing  for  the  distinction  of  pre-eminence  in  works  of 
charity.  Such  a  controversy  has  been  going  on  for 
some  week*,  brought  about  by  an  article  in  your 
paper,  giving  a  simple  enumeration  and  statement 
of  the  various  charitable  Institutions  established  and 
sustained  by  the  Roman  Catholics  of  this  city.  This 
was  not  in  tho  nature  of  a  boast,  but  merely  as  r^ 
butting  a  charge,  brought  sgainat  tho  Catholics  by 
a  number  of  highly  respectable  gentlemen,  who  ac¬ 
cused  them  of  being  nfgligent  on  the  important 
point  of  charity,  even  towards  their  own  people, 
an  1  of  Bon-concurrence  with  the  s:’  em.s  of  btn  to 
lenco  that  have  been,  from  time  to  time,  inaugur¬ 
ated  by  their  fellow  citizens  of  other  denominations. 

The  synopsis  published  in  your  paper,  some  time 
ago,  in  regard  to  what  the  Catholics  have  done  and 
are  doing  for  works  of  charity  was  not  an  exagger¬ 
ation.  It  seems  however  to  have  given  offense  to 
the  Editor  of  the  New-York  Observer  who  has  taken 
you  also  to  task  for  having  published  the  article  in 
your  columns.  Tho  Editor  of  the  Observer,  whilst 
advocating  charity,  should  not  disregard  truth,  even 
though  that  truth  inure  to  the  advantage  of  op¬ 
ponents. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  follow  him  through  all 
tho  disguises  under  which  he  would  enfold  and 
cloak  up  tho  topic  in  question.  Accordirg  to  the 
Observer,  every  pnblic  Institution  of  benevolence  or 
humanity  is  to  be  set  down  as  a  monument  of  Pro¬ 
testant  charity.  ThU  is  not  fair.  From  tho  moment 
that  any  public  Institution  is  supported  at  the  com¬ 
mon  expense  by  taxation,  such  for  instance  as  our 
public  schools,  it  U  a  monument  of  Catholic  as  well 
as  of  Protestant  clarity,  if  It  can  bo  called  charity 
at  all..  The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  poor  houses 
and  other  institutions,  the  necessary  support  for 
which  is  required  at  the  bands  of  all  citizens  with¬ 
out  dUtinction  of  creed.  How  the  Observer  can  re¬ 
gard  these  as  works  of  Protestant  charity  more  than 
of  Catholic  charity,  or  of  Jewish  charity,  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  conceive.  But  it  would  be  in  vain  to  expect 
evidences  of  sound  reasoning  whore  truth  is  elimin¬ 
ated  from  its  basis. 

If  the  Editor  of  the  Observer  would  secure  to 
Catholics  tho  taxes  which  they  have  to  pay  for  these 
public  institutions,  depend  upon  it  they  would  sup¬ 
port  their  own  poor  in  a  much  better  manner  than 
they  aro  now  supported. 

There  are  however  certain  statements  made  by  tho 
Editor  of  the  Observer,  in  his  paper  of  the  16  th  inst., 
which  I  know  to  be  incorrect  and  utterly  false, 
although  he  may  have  believed  them  to  have  been 
founded  in  truth.  For  instance,  he  quotes,  on  the 
authority  cf  a  gentleman,  who  must  indeed  have 
been  a  gentleman,  since  he  had  an  Irish  servant  and 
a  Catholic  withal  in  his  household.  Her  name  was 
Margaret  She  was  a  Catholic.  Her  sister  was  sick. 
The  gentleman  humanely  urged  her  to  bring  her 
sick  sister  to  his  honse,  and  allowed  her  to  occupy 
a  spare  room  with  everything  comfortable  around 
her.  Now  all  this  is  highly  worthy  of  a  humane 
gentleman,  whether  Catholic  or  Protestant 

But  in  the  convalescenoe  of  Margaret’s  sick  sister 
a  mysterious  carriage  drove  up  to  his  door  on  one 
Monday,  and  he  tells  us,  or  rather  the  Editor  of  the 
Observer  tells  the  public  that  the  sick  sister  of  Mar¬ 
garet  was  hustled  off  in  a  hurry  to  the  Sisters  of 
Charity,  where  sho  remained  exactly  four  weeks. 
She  had  exactly  $12,  and  at  the  rate  of  $3  per  week 
her  whole  savings  were  exhausted  at  the  end  of 
thirty  days.  Then  these  cruel  Sisters  of  Charity, 
according  to  the  gentleman  and  the  Editor  of  the 
Observer,  tamed  her  sick  and  penniless  out  of  doors. 

Such  is  the  story  of  tho  Observer.  I  assure  you. 
Sir,  that  so  far  as  the  Sisters  of  Charity  are  con¬ 
cerned,  the  accusation  is  as  false  as  falsehood  can 
ever  he«I  trust  the  Editor  of  the  Observer  will  have 
honor  enough  either  to  prove  his  charge  against  the 
Sisters  of  Charity  or  retract  his  injurious  accusation. 

Again,  the  Editor  of  the  Observer  asserts  that  the 
sick  sister  of  his  servant  Margaret,  when  she  had 
been  turned  out  by  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  was 
obliged  to  go  to  Bellevue  Hospital,  where  she  died — 
that  she  was  buried  in  the  Bishop’s  burial  place  at 
the  expense  of  her  sister,  by  paying  $10  for  the 
ground.  I  am  not  awaro  of  more  than  two  false 
statements  in  this  paragraph.  The  first  is  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  Bishop  has,  or  has  ever  had  any 
burial  place ;  the  second  that  the  sum  of  $10  was 
charged  for  a  grave  in  Calvary  Cemetery.  On  the 
contrary,  all  poor  Catholics  are  interred  in  that 
cemetery  at  the  expense  of  their  co-religionists,  and 
the  Catholics,  at  their  own  expense  also,  have  in 
constant  employment  a  hearse  to  convey  the  re¬ 
mains  of  the  dead  from  Bellevue  Hospital  or  else¬ 
where,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  them  a  resting 
place  far  more  sacred  and  soothing  to  their  feelings 
in  life,  than  the  prospect  of  slumbering  in  Pottei’s 
Field. 

Another  mistake  of  the  Editor  of  the  New-York 
Observer  is  his  statement  that  a  poor  woman  had 
paid  fifty  cents  to  the  priest  for  three  masses  for  the 
repose  ofher  husband’s  soul,  when  she  was  depend¬ 
ent  on  charity  for  bread.  Sir,  this  poor  woman  may 
have  hoaxed  the  Editor  or  the  gentleman  who  had 
Margaret'for  his  servant,  by  the  req}tal  of  a  story 
like  this.  But  there  is  no  truth  in  it,  and  this  is 
rather  a  defect  on  the  part  of  an  Editor  who  is  con¬ 
tending  on  behalf  of  charity. 

Another  case  still  in  which  the  Editor  of  the 
Observer  has  allowed  himself  to  be  overcome  by  his 
anti- Catholic  credulity.  A  woman,  he  tells  os,  was 
charged  with  paying  five  cents  a  month  to  the  Por- 
gatorian  Society,  which  she  admitted.  This  took 
place  in  the  presence  of  others  beside  himself,  or  the 
gentleman  on  whose  authority  he  relied.  There 
would  be  no  crime  in  this  if  it  were  true.  Bat  the 
Editor  tells  us,  that  the  Pargatorian  is  a  secret  so¬ 
ciety,  which  is  not  the  fact,  for  if  it  were  how  could 
he  know  so  much  about  it  ? 

Another  instance  still,  I  may  mention,  in  which 
the  Editor  of  the  Observer  in  his  zeal  for  charity  has 
overlooked  or  disregarded  truth.  A  poor  Irish  wo¬ 
man,  he  tells  OB,  a  Romanist,  applied  to  a  gentle¬ 
man  for  charity.  He,  not  liking  her  appearance,  or 
knowing  anythiEg  about  her,  refused  aid,  unless  ale 
brought  a  certificate  of  good  character,  and  aa  her 
priest  lived  in  the  neighborhood,  he  referred  her  to 
him  for  this  purpose.  The  woman  called  on  the 
priest,  but  he  would  not  give  her  a  character  except 
she  paid  twenty-  five  cents  for  it,  wUeh  he  said  was 
his  price.  She  replied,  “  Do  ye  think  I’ll  be  after 
giving  you  twenty-five  cents,  when  I  have  not  a 
penny  to  bny  bread  7”  Of  course,  continnes  the 
Editor  of  the  Observer,  she  got  no  certificate.  The 
Editor  of  the  Observer  mast  bo  eaten  up  with  anti- 
Oatholic  crednlity  when  he  believed,  if  he  really 
did  believe,  such  a  story  m  this. 

Allow  me  to  enumerate  briefly  what  I  have  to 
say  In  regard  to  theee  questions  of  fact : 

1st,  He  has  said  that  the  Siatera  of  Mercy  reqoire 
the  payment  of  board  from  the  virtoons  bat  deati- 
tate  yoong  women  who  take  refsige  under  their  root

2Qd,  That  the  Sisters  of  Charity  turned  the  sister 
of  Margaret,  the  gentleman’s  servant,  sick  and  pen¬ 
niless  eat  of  doors. 

This  is  not  tme. 

3rd,  That  a  poor  woman  dependent  on  charity  for 
bread,  prid  a  prieat  fiffy  cents  for  three  for 
the  repoee  of  her  husband’s  sooL 


This  is  not  true. 

4th,  That  a  priest  required  twenty-five  cents,  that 
being  .bis  price  for  a  certificate  required  by  a  poor 
Irish  woman,  a  Romanist. 

This  is  not  true. 

I  trust  the  Editor  of  the  Observer  is  a  gentleman 
who  would  not  knowingly  publish  fslee  statements 
injurious  to  his  neighbors,  even  for  the  purpose, 
strange  as  it  will  sound,  of  promoting  charity.  I 
call  upon  him  therefore  to  prove  the  charges  just 
enumerated,  or  if  he  cannot  prove  them,  to  withdraw 
them  as  becomes  an  honorable  man,  whether  he  be 
Catholic  or  Protestant,  Jew  or  Gentile.  A  war 
like  that  which  he  wages  against  the  defenseless 
Sisters  of  Mercy  and  of  Charity,  is  revolting  to  the 
ordinary  feelings  of  a  humane  and  enlightened  com¬ 
munity.  Bat  since  he  has  made  these  charges,  I 
have  taken  the  liberty  to  contradict  them,  and  to 
pronounce  them  nntme,  leaving  it  to  the  Editor  of 
the  Observer  to  sustain  them  by  positive  proof.  If 
he  has  no  proof,  let  it  be  hoped  that  like  a  good 
Christian  gentleman,  he  will  revoke  them.  If  he 
shall  do  either  of  these,  I  shall  hold  him  not  an- 
worthy  ot  a  controversy  on  the  general  subject  of 
charity,  whether  of  a  Protestant  or  a  Catholic  cha¬ 
racter.

Presbytery  of  District  of  Columbia. 

Wasbibotob,  April  13. 1867. 

The  Presbytery  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  held 
its  semi-annual  meeting  in  the  Ascembly’s  Church, 
in  this  city,  commencing  on  Monday  evening.  There 
was  a  very  full  attendance,  not  a  pastor  being  ab¬ 
sent,  and  1  think,  not  a  church  being  unrepresented 
by  an  elder.  There  was  but  one,  and  that  a  strict¬ 
ly  necessary  absence,  that  of  Rev.  Mason  Noble, 
Chaplain  to  the  Mediterranean  Squadron,  of  whom 
we  hear  that  he  is  greatly  useful  in  his  arduous 
sphere  of  spiritual  labor,  and  beloved  by  those  i|ho 
intimately  know  him. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hamner,  the  last  Moderator,  opened 
tho  sessions  with  a  sermon,  and  the  next  morning, 
Rev.  H.  Dunning  was  elected  Moderator,  and  Rev. 
W.  McLain,  Clerk. 

Statistical  reports  were  presented,  showing  four¬ 
teen  ministers  on  the  roll,  and  thirteen  churches. 
There  was  a  lively  diicussion  on  the  subject  of  do¬ 
mestic  missions,  and  some  efficient  action  taken  to 
supply  destitute  sections.  Timely  aid  has  been  af¬ 
forded  by  the  Southern  Aid  Society,  and  farther 
supplies  are  expected  from  that  quarter,  on  the 
strength  of  the  fair  standing  of  our  feeble  churches, 
over  the  members  of  which,  the  authorities  of  that 
Society,  imlike  the  A.  H.  M.  Society’s  Executive 
Committee,  are  not  disposed  to  assume  the  prero¬ 
gative  of  inquisition,  discipline,  and  condemnation. 
The  claims  of  that  Society  were  presented  to,  and 
acknowledged  by  the  Presbytery,  and  contributions 
from  onr  able  churches  will  be  made  in  due  time. 
The  interests  ol  Delaware  College  were  also  dis¬ 
cussed  and  advocated,  and  the  the  Institation  re¬ 
commended  to  the  support  of  tho  churches. 

Dr.  Hamner,  minister,  and  Col.  Hutchins,  elder, 
were  elected  Commissioners  to  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  at  Cleveland. 

Touching  tho  state  of  religion  in  the  churches,  no 
striking  intelligence  was  communicated.  We  have 
a  number  of  strong  and  flourishing  churches  in  this 
city,  with  earnest  and  indefatigable  pastors.  If  we 
have  enjoyed  no  revivals,  there  have  been  substan¬ 
tial  additions,  and  'good  reports  of  Sunday  School 
and  other  auxiliary  influences  were  brought  op 
from  various  fields.  Seme  of  our  churches  origina¬ 
ted  in  pioneer  Sabbath  Schools.  The  church  in 
Alexandria  is  still  vacant,  Dr.  Bojd  declining  to  oc- 
cepy  that  field.  The  Colored  church  also,  bereaved 
by  the  death  of  Rev.  John  F.  Cook,  is  yet  to  be 
supplied.  Their  church,  a  beautiful  one,  is  situated 
in  the  “  Court  End  ”  of  the  city.  Their  elder,  Mr. 
Carroll,  a  colored  man  of  quiet  dignity  of  deport¬ 
ment,  sat  in  Presbytery,  and  gave  in  his  turn,  dor- 
iog  the  free  conversation  on  the  state  of  religion,  a 
clear  aud  succinct  account  of  their  spiritual  affairs. 

The  Presbytery  replied  sereatim  to  the  questions 
in  the  circular  sent  to  them  by  Rev.  Thornton  A. 
Mills,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Education, 
and  adopted  the  followiog  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  lament  that  so  few  of 
the  young  men  under  our  pastoral  care  arc  in  course 
of  preparation  for  tho  Christian  ministry. 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  Presbytery,  will  direct 
the  attention  of  our  churches,  and  especially  of 
our  young  'men,  to  the  paramount  importance  of 
this  subject. 

After  a  pleasant  session,  the  body  adjourned  to 
meet  at  the  Harmony'Ohurch,  Lisbon,  Md.,  the  first 
Tuesday  in  October. 

The  Presbytery  of  Winchester,  (O.S.)  and  that 
ofBaltimore,  (O.S.)  hold  their  sessions  this  week, 
the  former  at  Alexandria,  and  the  latter  in  Balti¬ 
more. 

In  Baltimore  Presbytery,  a  memoir  of  a  deceased 
member  was  read  by  tho  chairman  of  a  committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose.  This  is  a  commendable 
exorcise,  and  had  our  Presbyteries  adopted  the 
practice,  what  rich  contributions  should  we  have 
had  to  the  treasures  of  our  sacred  biography.  We 
have  parted  with  our  Taylor,  our  Royall,  and  onr 
Hargrave,  but  the  sweet  odor  of  their  memory  still 
lingers  among  os,  and  some  permanent  tribute  of 
our  gratitude  for  their  faithful  labors  should  be 
spread  upm  our  records,  adorning  the  wilderness  of 
our  “  minutes  ”  with  the  fruits  and  flowers  they 
left  behind.  “  The  memory  of  the  just  is  blessed,” 
and  if  the  living  can  leave  much  of  each  other,  per¬ 
haps  they  can  leave  more  of  the.  dead.  Then,  too, 
we  have  had  noble  Elders,  brilliant  lights  in  their 
sphere,  now  gpne  to  “  shine  forth  as'.the  sun  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  Father,”  and  leaving  behind  a 
track  of  radiance,  in  which  we  rejoice  to  walk,  yea, 
and  will  rejoice ! 

Presbytery,  of  CincinnatL 

This  Presbytery  met  at  Georgetown  on  Tuesday, 
April  7th,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Moderator,  was 
opened  with  a  sermon  by  I.  0.  Beach.  0.  Merwin 
was  chosen  Moderator,  and  J.  J.  Blaisdell,  Clerk. 
R.  Yonng,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Dayton,  and  W. 
Mitchell,  from  the  Presbytery  of  Salem,  were  re¬ 
ceived  by  letter. 

Tho  meeting  of  the  Presbytery  was  made  pecu¬ 
liarly  solemn,  by  the  announcement  that  Mr.  John 
Donaldson,  an  elder  in  the  church,  had  been  sud¬ 
denly  stricken  dosrn  by  violent  dis<^,  and  was  at 
the  point  of  death.  His  death  actoally  ocenred 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Presbytery.  Mr.  Don¬ 
aldson  was  a  member  of  the  last  General  Assembly. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  worth  and  Influence,  and  his 
death  is  a  very  heavy  blow  to  the  church  in  George¬ 
town.  On  Wednesday  evening.  Dr.  Fisher  preach¬ 
ed  a  sermon  appropriate  to  the  occuion,  from  the 
history  ef  Jacob’s  trial  and  deliverance,  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  meeting  hit  brother  Eiao. 

The  Oommissionert  elected  to  the  next  General 
Assembly  are— D.  H.  Allen,  and  S.  W.  Fisher,  min¬ 
isters,  G.  L.  Weed,  and  T.  King,  elders.  Their  al¬ 
ternates  are  J.  J.  Blrisdell,  and  Charles  Merwin, 
ministers,  and  James  Taylor  and  T.  Holford,  elders. 
A  negative  answer  was  given  to  the  AsMmbly’s 
plan  of  raising  the  Commissioners’  Funds,  as  being 
nneqnal  in  fact,  and  onsafe  in  prlnriple. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Synod  at  Ohio  on 
the  sobjeot  (ff  Slavery,  were  onaaimonsly  adopted, 


and  by  a  large  msjority  the  late  action  of  the  A.  H. 
M.  Society,  in  respect  to  churches  having  slavehold* 
ing  members,  was  approved.  A  special  Committee 
of  five  was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration,  the 
present  condition  of  tho  Tabernacle  church,  and 
take  such  action  in  the  promises  as  they  may  judge 
expedient.  Tho  Committee  are,  S.  W.  Fisher,  J.  J. 
Blrisdell,  D.  H.  Allen,  J.  H.  Groesbeek,  and  P. 
Hinkle.  D,  h.  Allen,  Stated  Clerk.

Action  on  Home  Mimr..,,, 

The  Third  Presbjtery  of  Philadelphia  respec¬ 
tively  present  the  following  Overture  to  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly : 

It  is  known  to  jour  venerable  body,  that  the  Ex; 
eentive  Committee  of  the  American  Home  Mission¬ 
ary  Society  has  passed  the  following  resolution: 

“  Resolved,  That  in  the  d'sbnrsement  of  the  funds 
committed  to  their  trust,  the  Committee  will  not 
grant  aid  to  churches  cimtaining  alaveholding  mem¬ 
bers,  unless  evidence  be  furnished  that  the  relation 
is  such  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  is 
justifiable  for  the  time  being,  in  the  peculiar  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  which  it  exists. 

This  Resolntion,  so  far  as  we  can  judge,  repre¬ 
sents  the  fixed  purpose  of  the  Society. 

Presbytery  are  unanimcusly  of  the  opinion,  that 
this  Resolution  is  subversive  of  ecclesiastfcal  disci¬ 
pline,  and  in  conflict  with  the  Constitntion  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  We  believe  it  to  be  au  un¬ 
warranted  assnmption  of  power  by  a  Committee  of 
a  Yolnntary  Society,  tending  to  the  destruction  of 
the  independence  of  the  Church.  We  believe  it  to 
be  an  attempt  to  exercise  disdpline  by  a  body 
which  has  no  right  to  exercise  it,  which  pretended 
right  is  guarded  by  a  money  penalty. 

As  the  General  Assembly  has  frequently  reo(»n- 
mended  the  A.  H.  M.  S.  to  the  confidence  of  the 
churches.  Presbytery  now  respectfully  requests  that 
the  Assembly  will  express  their  decided  disappro¬ 
bation  of  the  principle  avowed  in  the  resolntion  of 
the  Executive  Committee ;  and  take  such  action  as 
may  seem  best,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  to  secure  assistance  to  onr  Missionary 
churches,  without  subjecting  them  to  influences  In- 
terfering  with  their  independence,  and  their  appro¬ 
priate  relation  to  the  judicatories  of  oor  own 
Ohurcl.” 

Education. 

The  Rev.  Thornton  A.  Mills,  D.D.,  Secretary  of 
the  General  Assembly’s  Committee  of  Education, 
having  been  heard  at  the  request  of  Presbytery  on 
the  subject  of  his  appointment,  it  was 

Resolved,  L  That  Presbytery  are  gratified  with 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Mills,  and  pleased  with  toe 
spirit  in  which  toe  subject  is  presented  by  him. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  subject  presented,  viz:  Ed¬ 
ucation  for  the  Ministry,  is  one  of  vital  moment  in 
the  estimation  of  this  Presbytery — that  all  our  min¬ 
isters  and  churches  be  earnestly  exhorted  to  re¬ 
newed  interest  and  zeal  in  this  cause ;  that  young 
men  of  piety  and  talents  within  our  bounds  be  af¬ 
fectionately  urged  to  consider  the  call  to  the  geepel 
ministry,  and  that  our  people  be  entreated  to  ex¬ 
hibit  an  increased  liberality  in  reference  to  the  sup¬ 
port  of  such  candidates  as  may  require  aid.

The  Fourth  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  respect¬ 
fully  present  to  the  General  Assembly  an  overture 
touching  toe  recent  action  of  the  Executive  Com 
mfttee  of  the  American  Home  Mlsaipnary  Society. 
The  action  referred  to  is  the  adoption  by  said  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  following  Resolution : 


Resolved,  That  in  the  dubursementa  of  the  funds 
I  committed  to  their  trust,  the  Committee  will  not 
grant  aid  to  churches  containing  slaveholding  mem¬ 
bers,  unless  evidence  be  furnished  that  the  resolu¬ 
tion  is  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  is 
justifiable  for  the  time  being,  in  the  peculiar  clr- 
cumstancea  in  which  it  exists.” 

Presbytery  believing  this  action  of  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society  to  be  an  assumption  of 
power,  subversive  at  once  of  ecclesiastical  disci¬ 
pline,  and  church  independence,  nnaidmously  ask 
from  the  Assembly  an  expression  of  decided  disap¬ 
proval  of  it  and  an  emphatic  protest  agrinst  it.

MKIKOBIAL 

0/  the  Preebytery  of  Elyria,  Ohio,  to  the  Gmiral  As¬ 
sembly  of  the  Preebyterian  Church. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly,  which  met  at 
Detroit  in  1850,  adopted  a  resolution  declaring  that 
the  holding  of  our  fellow  men  in  the  condition  of 
slaves,  czeept  in  esses  where  it  is  nnsvoidable  by 
the  laws  of  the  State,  the  obligations  of  guardian¬ 
ship  or  the  demands  of  humanity,  is  an  offence  in 
the  proper  import  of  that  term,  as  used  in  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  Chap.  1,  Sec.  3,  and  should  bo  regard¬ 
ed  and  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  other  offences ; 
and  whereas  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  in  dif¬ 
ferent  sections  of  our  Church  inr^ard  to  the  meui- 
ing  of  the  above  action  of  the  Assembly  at  Detroit, 
and  whereas  it  has  been  declared  on  the  floor  of 
the  General  Assembly  since  that  action,  that  the 
exceptions  specified  may  cover  every  case  of  alave- 
holdiog  on  the  part  of  members  of  our  Church,  and 
as  especially  ^is  opinion  was  embodied  in  an  ad¬ 
dress  on  tbe  part  of  most  of  the  Son  them  delega¬ 
tion  in  the  last  General  Assembly  to  tbe  chnrches 
which  they  represented,  immediately  after  the  rising 
of  that  body,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Presbytery  of  Elyria  ask  the 
Assembly,  which  is  to  meet  at  Cleveland  in  May 
next,  to  declare,  in  language  which  cannot  be  mis¬ 
understood,  that  the  system  of  slavery,  as  it  now 
exists  in  tbe  United  States,  is  a  great  sin  sgsiast 
God  and  man,  and  the  prolific  source  of  ignorance 
and  vice,  teediog  to  tbeirjury  tf  both  the  white 
and  the  colored  races,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  Christian  to  labor  for  its  entire  removal  from 
the  Chnrch  and  the  world.  And  further,  whereas 
in  the  General  As-sembly  of  1853,  the  Rev.  Robert 
M  Lsin,  a  Commissioner  of  that  body  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Newton,  Synod  of  Mississippi  de¬ 
clared  in  the  Assembly,  concerning  the  churches 
which  he  represented,  that  as  many  owned  slaves 
as  were  able  to  do  so ;  that  each  one  owned  as 
many  slaves  as  he  was  able  to  own  ;  that  they  held 
them  for  gain ;  that  it  was  considered  a  great  ad¬ 
vantage  to  have  slaveholders  join  the  church,  as  they 
were  so  well  able  to  support  the  gospel ;  and  whereas 
similar  sentiments  were  advanced  by  the  late  Rev. 
William  E.  Holly,  on  the  fixir  of  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  in  1856,  as  a  Commissioner  from  the  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  Lexington  South,  of  tbe  Synod  of  Missis¬ 
sippi,  who  in  a  public  discussion  on  the  subject  of 
slavery,  ffirthermore  and  specifically  declared  in 
language  as  follows :  ”  I  am  a  slaveholder — I  am  a 
slaveholder  from  principle ;  I  have  nothing  to  con¬ 
fess  on  the  subject  ;'I  will  not  recede  an  inch  from 
that  position  ;  I  will  not  state  one  thing  in  New- 
York,  and  another  in  Mississippi ;  I  will  even  go 
farther  than  to  say  I  am  a  slaveholder  from  princi¬ 
ple— I  am  a  slaveholder  from  choice.”  And  whereas 
since  the  death  of  Mr.  Holly,  and  in  justification  of 
his  position  on  the  subject  of  slavery,  the  Rev.  Al¬ 
exander  Newton,  D.D.,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Clin¬ 
ton,  Synod  of  Mississippi,  bss  published  under  his 
own  signature  the  following  declaration,  viz :  “I 
truly  declare  that  there  are  to-day  one,  two,  three, 
half-a-dozen  (and  many  more,)  ministers,  members 
of  the  several  Presbyteries,  corutituting  tbe  Svnod 
of  Mississippi,  who  aro  slaveholders,  as  Mr.  Holly 
was,  and  who  will  say,  as  Mr.  Holly  said,  we  are 
slaveholders  from  principle;  (i.  e  )  as  Mr.  Holly 
evidently  meant,  we  are  slaveholders  conscientious¬ 
ly  ;  we  do  not  condemn  ourselves  for  the  deed ;  we 
do  not  deem  slaveholding  «  sin.  And  I  hereby  no¬ 
tify  the  Synod  of  Genesee,  and  all  whom  it  may 
concern,  that  whenever  it  is  desired,  I  will  give  the 
names  and  the  declarations  of  ministers,  with  theij 
autograph  signatures,  occupying  precisely  the  same 
ground  as  that  professed  by  Mr.  Holly.”  There¬ 
fore, 

Resolved,  By  the  Presbytery  of  Elyria,  that  tho 
next  General  Assembly  may  be  farther  and  moat 
earnestly  requested  to  take  cognizscea  of  this  mat¬ 
ter,  and  reqoire  said  Synod  of  Mississippi  to  enjoin 
upon  its  Presbyteries  to  take  immediate  measures, 
to  purge  themselves  from  such  offences  against  tbe 
Word  of  God  and  the  order  of  the  Chnrch,  and  also 
to  adopt  what  other  measures  may  seem  wise  and 
practicable  to  the  Assembly  to  remove  entirely 
fjorn  our  Church  tiie  sin  of  slavery  in  the  least  pos¬ 
sible  time.

The  Churches  of  New-York  asd  its  vicinity, 
with  scarce  an  exception,  appear  to  be  blcss^ 
with  more  than  the  usual  degree  of  religious  inter¬ 
est  In  most  of  the  Presbyterian  churches,  moin- 
iog  and  evening  prayer-meetings  have  been  opened 
for  the  week,  and  in  others  there  are  not  only  anx¬ 
ious  irquirers,  but  many  marked  cases  of  conver¬ 
sion.  Tho  Mercer  Street,  the  Madison  Square  and 
the  Fourteenth  Street  Presbyterian  ohurches,  three 
of  the  largest  in  the  city,  are  holding  morning 
prayer  meetings.  The  membors  come  together 
promptly  before  business  hoars,  and  cccupy  a  brief 
but  deligbtfhl  season  of  praise  and  prayer.  Tbe 
season,  thus  for,  is  one  eminently  blessed  of  God. 
In  return,  there  is  pressing  need  for  a  heartfelt  ac¬ 
knowledgement  of  these  blessings. 

‘•Anniversary  Week  ”  is  now  approaching,  and 
the  interior  will  have  a  largo  representation  with 
all  the  great  religious  and  benevolent  association'. 
The  Tabernacle  no  longer  will  be  used  for  these 
meetings,  but  various  chnrches  in  the  upper  part 
of  the  city  will  supply  its  place.  Whether  the  us¬ 
ual  interest  will  be  kept  up  daring  the  week,  re¬ 
mains  to  be  seen.  Tne  speakers  are  yet  in  a  great 
measure  unknown.  Many  have  been  invited  by 
different  societies,  but  as  yet  we  are  not  at  liberty 
to  announce  their  names.  The  Committee  of  the 
Trset  Society,  having  made  all  their  preliminary 
investigations,  will  hold  a  session  for  some  days 
previous  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Methodist  Churches  were  all  filled  Sab¬ 
bath  before  last  with  Imge  congregations,  to  hear 
clergymen  from  a  distance,  who  are  now  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  attending  the  New  York  East  Methodist  Con¬ 
ference. 

Rev.  F.  Bascom,  has  reargued  his  agency  of  the 
Illinois  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  accept  the  call 
of  the  Congregational  church  at  Dover.  Rev.  L.  H. 
Parker,  of  Galesburg,  has  accepted  the  appointment 
to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  has  already  entered  npon 
his  work  as  General  Missionary  and  Agent. 

Dedication  in  South  Brooklyn — The  beautiful 
new  church,  just  completed  in  South  Brooklyn, 
by  the  Society  of  the  South  CoDgregatiocal  church, 
was  dedicated  Sunday  before  last  with  appropriate 
religions  exercises. 

The  building  is  situated  on  the  comer  of  Court 
and  President  streets,  and  has  cost  $45,000.  Most 
of  the  money  was  raised  by  subscription ;  one  gen¬ 
tleman  famished  $10,000  towards  iL  The  church 
is  about  $17,000  in  debt,  but  that  amount  will  prob¬ 
ably  soon  be  paid  by  the  sale  or  rent  of  pews  and 
otherwise.  The  chnrch  and  lecture  room  form  one 
building,  121  by  66  feet  i  tbe  inside  of  tbe  ohnreh  is 
85  by  66  feet ;  it  contains  132  pows,  capable  of  seat¬ 
ing  700  people.  The  straotnre  is  of  brick ;  the  in¬ 
side  is  fresco,  painted  in  imitation  of  blocks,  and 
presents  a  very  chaste  and  rather  imposing  ap 
pearance. 

The  services  on  Sanday  were  performed  by  the 
pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  Rufas  W.  Clark,  who 
eommenoes  his  ministry  under  very  encouraging 
auspices. 

Board  of  Forrion  Missions  in  Ejlnsas. — A  pa¬ 
tent  has  just  been  issued  from  the  General  Land 
Office  at  Washington,  to  Walter  Lowrie,  Erq.,  At¬ 
torney  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  for  a  reservation  of  land  on 
the  Missouri  river,  adjoining  the  town  of  Iowa  Point, 
in  Kansas  Territory,  containing  about  one  quarter 
section— being  one  of  the  reservations  granted  to 
that  Board  by  the  losra  Indians,  in  the  7th  article  of 
their  treaty  of  17th  of  May,  1854.  This  is  the  first 
patent  issued  by  the  Government  for  lands  in  the 
Territory  of  Kansas. 

The  Prepbttkry  of  Washinotoh,  D.  C.,  have 
appointed  Rev.  Dr.  Hamner  to  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly  at  Cleveland,  that  the  Society  may  have  a  fair 
hearing  on  that  ground  where  no  opposition  is  man¬ 
ifested  to  the  South. 

Williams  College — Rev.  Joseph  P.  Thompson, 
D.D.,  of  New  York,  is  engaged  to  deliver  the  ad¬ 
dress  at  the  next  commencement  in  Williams  Col¬ 
lege,  before  the  Mills  Theological  Society ;  E.  P. 
Whipple,  of  Boston,  delivers  the  address  before  tho 
Adelphie  Union,  and  Rev.  Willis  Lord,  D.  D.,  of 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  is  to  address  the  Society  of  Alumni. 
Prof.  Qriffia  has  requested  permission  to  resign  his 
Professorship  in  that  Institution,  from  and  after 
next  commencement,  which  occurs  on  tho  first 
Wednesday  in  Augiut. 

Dr.  Riddle’s  Church — ^Tbe  leases  of  thirty-four 
pews  for  a  hundred  years  each,  in  the  new  First 
Reformed  Dutch  church  in  Jersey  City,  were  sold 
at  anotion  on  Monday  evening,  for  $6,547.  The 
highest  premium  paid  was  $600,  and  tbe  lowest  $10 
— the  average  being  nearly  $193  per  pew.  Several 
pews  were  rented  for  a  year,  at  from  $1  to  $10. 
The  whole  sale  eomprised  about  one-fonrth  of  the 
house,  and  netted  $6,644. 

Presbytery  of  Eltraa,  0 — ^Thls  body  at  its 
meeting  last  week,  elected  Rev.  Ansel  R.  Clark,  and 
Deacon  John  S.  Case,  Commissioners  to  tbe  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly;  Rev.  Erastus  Cole,  and  Deacon 
Norman  Crandall,  alternates. 

Cleveland  Presbytery. — This  Presbytery,  at 
its  recent  Spring  meeting,  elected  Rev.  Dr.  Aiken 
and  Rev.  James  Shaw,  Commiiaionera  to  the  Gen 
eral  Assembly.  It  votes  to  sustain  the  action  of 
tbe  Home  Miaaionary  Society  in  regard  to  slave- 
holding  churches,  and  against  the  overture  in  regard 
to  Commissionera’  Fond. 

Professor  Clark,  of  Amherst  College,  while  per¬ 
forming  the  experiment  of  making  electrical  light, 
one  day  last  week,  was  very  nearly  blinded  by  the 
intenseness  of  the  light,  since  which  he  has  been 
obliged  to  confine  himself  to  a  dark  room.  So  pain¬ 
fully  intense  is  the  impression  left  upon  the  retina 
of  his  eyes,  that  though  the  room  is  so  dark  that  hia 
friends  and  attendants  cannot  see  eaoh  other  in  it, 
to  him  it  seems  filled  with  the  moct  dazzling  light. 


Rewarded  at  Last.— Rev.  J.  C.  Lovejoy  has 
been  appointed  “  Private  Secretary  ”  to  Arthur  W. 
Austin,  Esq.,  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Boston.  Mr. 
L.  is  one  of  the  “  political  preacbers  ”  who  recently 
took  the  stump  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Buchanan. 

Princely  Munificence — The  various  donations 
of  Dr.  Nott  in  tho  establishment  of  Professorship, 
endowment  of  Scholarships,  Lectnreships,  L'brary, 
Ac.,  in  Union  College,  amount  to  the  splendid  sum 
of  six  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars .  Among  the 
Lectureships  thus  endowed,  with  a  capital  of  $10,- 
000,  is  one  “  on  the  dangers  and  duties  of  youth, 
especially  students ;  tbe  development  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  constitu¬ 
tion  of  man ;  preservation  of  health,  and  on  the 
laws  of  life.” 

Revival  in  Milwaukee- Rev.  Mr.  Spees,  in  a 
business  note,  thus  alludes  to  the  work  of  grace  in 
his  parish : 

To  the  church  of  which  I  am  pastor,  God  has 
been  very  merciful  during  the  post  winter.  Since 
the  first  Sabbath  of  February,  wo  have  received 
100  to  our  communion,  all  but  26  oh  the  profession 
of  their  faith.  From  ^  to  90  have  been  hopefully 
converted.  Many  of  them  are  young  men.  Some 
of  them  are  among  the  most  inflaential  business 
men  of  the  city.  To  God  be  all  the  praise.  We 
shall  report  nearly  300  members  this  year,  the 
church  having  doubled  its  numbers  since  I  came 
here. 

Prater  Meeting. — Tbe  Boston  Congregallonalist 
thus  kllades  to  the  recent  religious  interest  in  that 
city : — 

The  prayer-meeting  which  has  been  held  on  every 
week  day  moroiog,  in  the  Old  South  Chapel  in 
this  city  for  several  years  past,  was  appointed  in 
Tremont  Temple  for  Fast  Day,  where  a  lar^e  audi¬ 
ence  assembled,  nearly  filling  the  room.  Deacon 
John  C.  Proctor  took  charge  of  the  meeting,  and 
Rev.  Dr.  Jenks,  Rev.  Mr.  Day,  Rev.  Mr.  Grimes, 
and  others,  took  part  in  its  exercises,  which  were 
of  a  solemn  and  interoating  character. 

The  meeting  in  the  Chapel  on  Monday  morning 
last,  was  prolonged  nearly  half  an  hour  ^yond  its 
ordinary  length,  which  is  three  fourths  of  an  hour, 
commencing  at  quarter  past  eight.  Lewis  Tappan,  of 
New  York,  was  present,  and  in  brief  remarks  re¬ 
ferred  to  tho  experience  of  byc-gono  days,  when  be 
was  a  resident  of  Boston,  and  a  disciple  of  Unitari- 
anism. 

Rev.  Mr.  Clark  gave  interesting  reminiscences 
of  the  revival  in  progress  at  Auburndale,  in  the 
parish  where  he  is  now  laboring.  Oat  of  a  congrega¬ 
tion  of  200,  from  40  to  50  havo  been  known  there 
as  iequirors,  and  some  flfceen  have  expressed  a 
hope,  iLcluding  youth  from  ten  years  old  and  up¬ 
ward. 

Romanism  has  some  queer  phasei,  which  are  de¬ 
veloped  occasionally.’^  A.  Society  called  “Pur¬ 
gatory  and  Good  Death  Sodality,”|  has  recently 
been  established  in  connection  with  St.  Mary’s 
Church,  Hoboken,  N.  J.  Its  purpose,  as  avowed 
in  its  Constitution,  is  “  perpetual  Prayer  for  the 
Souls  oi  the  faithful  departed  and  for  obtaining  a 
good  death.”  The  following  are  among  iis  regula¬ 
tions  : 


Partial  Indulgences. — Seven  years  and  seven  times 
forty  days  each  time  they  assist  at  thU  Benediction 
of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  given  every  Friday  for  the 
Sodality. 

One  year  every  time — l*t.  they  attend  a  funeral — 
21.  visit  the  sick  poor — 3d.  recite  one  Pater  and  one 
Ave  for  the  sick  or  the  dead,  when  they  cannot  as¬ 
sist  at  thg  benediction  or  attend  the  funeral— 4(b. 
when  they  assist  at  Mass  on  a  week  day— 5  th.  ex¬ 
amine  their  conscience  at  night — 6ih.  recite  three 
Paters  and  three  Aves  in  honor  of  the  Passion  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  the  sorrows  of  tho  Blessed 
Virgin. 

A  great  many  Indulgences  can  be'ga'nei  by  per- 
foimiDg  the  Stations  of  the  Cross,  saying  the  beads, 
or  joining  the  Living  Rosary  Society, 

ffSr  All  the  above  Indulgences  are  applicable 
to  the  soul  in  Purgatory. 

Let  every  associate  endeavor  to  gain  and  avail 
himself  of  the  above  Indulgences,  and  thus  se¬ 
cure  to  himself  a  holy  death,  and  to  the  departed 
souls  a  happy  repose. 

Fifty  cents  annually  is  paid  by  the  members,  a 
portion  of  which  the  priests  receive  for  saying 
masses  for  the  dead. 

Rev.  William  H.  Lord,  of  Montpelier,  Yt.,  has 
received  a  purse  of  $200  as  a  gift  from  the  young 
men  of  his  Society. 

Death  at  Prater — While  Mr.  Davis  was  at 
prayer  yesterday  morning,  at  the  residence  of  his 
son-in-law,  Mr.  Robert  Peed,  of  Norfolk  county,  a 
dhimney  caught  fire,  which  caused  an  alarm  of  fire 
to  be  given.  Mr.  Davis  started  up,  but  fell  imme¬ 
diately,  and  instantly  died.  His  death  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  occasioned  by  a  sudden  shock  to  the 
heart,  with  which  he  has  been  affeoted  for  some 
time.  He  was  an  elderly  gentleman,  and  very 
much  respected. — Norfolk  (  Fa.)  Americem. 

Death  ok  Dr.  Scudder’s  Daughter. — We  re¬ 
gret  to  see  the  following  melancholy  announce¬ 
ment  : — 

At  St.  Helena,  Jan.  20,  a  little  daughter  of  Rev. 
William  W.  Soudder,  of  the  Arcot  mission  of  tbe 
American  Board.  Mr.  Scudder  was  on  his  way  to 
the  United  States  via  England  ;  and  while  the  ves¬ 
sel  stopped  at  St.  Helena,  a  stone  fell  from  a  cliff 
npon  the  head  of  his  child,  who  was  about  three 
years  of  age,  causing  a  frightful  wound  and  fractur¬ 
ing  the  skull.  She  lived,  however,  for  several  days, 
and  hopes  of  her  recovery  were  entertained ;  but 
the  Lord  has  taken  her. 

Apostolic  Succession. — Rev*  Dr.  Davis,  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Ohuroh  in  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  denies  that  the  bishops  of  hia  Church  are  “suc¬ 
cessors  of  the  Apostles.”  He  says  that  tbe  Apos¬ 
tles  “  had  no  successors,  and  were  not  intended  to 
have  any.  It  was  not  the  nature  of  their  office  to 
have  successors.” 

The  Jews  at  Baltimore  have  recently  been  hold¬ 
ing  their  religious  services  on  the  Christian  Sabbath, 
and  contemplate  making  it  permantly  their  sacrc(l 
day. 

The  First  Church  at  Northampton,  at  its  annual 
meeting  this  week,  voted  $1,300  to  supply  tbe  pul¬ 
pit  and  $550  for  music. 

Rev.  Dr.  Baird  has  been  lecturing  in  some  West¬ 
ern  dties  the  past  winter,  with  great  acceptance. 
The  St.  Louis  Republican,  in  allnding  to  the  history 
of  the  father,  speaks  thus  of  his  two  sons : 

Dr.  B.  has  two  sons  who  are  in  the  ministry.  For 
young  men  they  have  accomplished  a  good  deal 
with  their  pens,  and  promise  to  do  mneh  more  if 
their  lives  are  spared.  The  elder.  Rev.  Charles 
Baird,  is  the  author  of  two  volumes  of  translsted 
sermons,' Ac.,of  Dr.  Merle  d’Aubigne,  and  Dr.  Malan, 
of  Geneva,  and  is  understood  to  be  the  author  of 
two  interesting  workt ;  one  called  Eutazia,  (a  His¬ 
tory  of  Presbyterian  Liturgies)  and  tbe  other,  A 
Book  of  Public  Prayer, (just  pnbUshed  by  Scribner 
of  New  York,)  which  ought  to  be  read  by  every 
young  mlniater  in  the  land. 

Dr.  Baird’s  second  son,  Rev.  Henry  M.  Baird, 
now  connected  with  the  College  at  Princeton,  N.  J.I 
haa  recently  published  a  work  entitled  Modem 
Greece,  in  which  country  he  spent  a  year,  having 
been  sent  to  Athens  to  perfect  hia  knowledge  of  the 
Greek  laDspisge  and  literature.  ThU  U  a  most  vsl- 
uaWe  work.  The  author  spent  a  year  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Athens,  after  having  g^raduated  at  tho 
University  of  New  York. 

SuNDAT  Life  in  Chicago.  Here  U  a  pietnre  of 
Sunday  life  in  Chicago,  famished  by  the  Daily 
Times  of  that  city  : 

Here  in  Chicago  on  Sanday  we  have  56  churohee 
open  daring  the  forenocm  and  evening ;  but  at  the 
same  time  there  are  no  leee  than  80  baU  rooms,  in 
each  of  which  the  band  plays  from  morning  till  mid¬ 
night,  and  waltzing  goes  on  without  intermission. 
In  addition  to  these  feativitiee,  we  have  two  thea¬ 
ters,  eaoh  with  its  performers  in  tights  and  very 
abort  garments,  rivaling  Bilsler  in  their  graceful 
evolutions.  Saloons  have  their  front  doors  oloeed 
by  proclamation,  but  do  a  thriving  buriness  through 
ride  entraaoea.

There  was  a  large  congregation 
present  to  witness  the  interesting  ceremony. 

Churches  in  the  District  or  Columbia.— A 
Washington  correspondent  thus  alludes  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  things  in  that  portion  of  the  conntry : 

This  is  the  season  for  ecclesiastical  meetings 
among  wions  donomioatlons.  The  Methodist 
Episropal  Church  have  held  their  Conference  in 
Baltimore.  It  was  so  large  that  they  have  divided 
It  into  two.  The  M.  E.  Church,  SoGth,  hold  thS 
Conference  in  the  autumn.  They  professedly  di¬ 
vided  on  the  subject  of  Slavery.  The  members  are 
generally  conservative,  and  well  fitted  to  mediate 
Mtween  the  North  and  the  South.  The  colored 
Meth^ists  have  their  separate  Conferences,  called 
‘K®  ^  “  session  in  thU 

*  wLok  Superintendent, 

a  black  preacher,  addressed  the  Ccnference  at  its 
opening  on  the  goodness  of  God  in  preserving  them 
all  to  assemble  again  for  the  trarsaotlonof  bnsitess. 
Seventeen  elders  w«e  present.  Their  affairs  are 
conducted  with  dignity  and  decorom.  At  the  same 
lime,  the  Presbytery  of  tbe  District  of  Columbia 
was  in  sesAion  in  the  church  comer  of  Fifth  street 
and  New  York  Avenue.  Among  the  elders  sat  a 
colored  man,  Mr.  Cairull,  an  officer  in  the  14th 
street  church,  of  which  Rev.  John  F.  Coole  (color¬ 
ed)  was  pastor.  Such  were  the  extraordinary  tal¬ 
ents  of  that  man,  that  tho  congregation  have  as  yet 
been  unable  to  supply  the  vacancy  made  by  hU 
death,  which  took  place  three  years  ago. 

Danville,  Ky. — There  were  received  into  the 
two  Presbyterian  churches  in  Danville,  Ky ,  at  the 
last  communion,  some  sixty  persons,  fruits  of  the 
recent  work  of  grace.  A  considerable  number  of 
these  are  students  of  the  College.  The  health  of 
Rev  Dr.  Yeung,  President  of  the  College,  which  has 
been  very  feeble  has  much  improved.  The  annual 
examination  of  the  students  of  the  Theological  Sem¬ 
inary  is  to  take  place  the  first  week  ia  May. 

Tho  Episcopal  Churches  show  an  nnnsnal  num¬ 
ber  of  confirmations,  an  evidence  that  religion  is  re- 
viviug  in  their  churches  as  well  as  in  other  denomi¬ 
nations.  Oa  Bishop  De  Lancey’s  visitation  in  West 
ern  Now  York,  the  following  confirmations  took 
place  :  Trinity  church,  Seneca  Falls,  8 ;  St.  Paul’s, 
Havana,  14  ;  do.  Syracuse,  16  ;  Zion  church.  Pulton, 
10 ;  St.  Luke’s  Granby,  2 ;  Christ  church,  Oswego, 
30 ;  Church  of  Evangelists,  Oswego,  32 ;  St.  James’, 
Syracuse,  11 ;  Zion,  R  jme,  20.  Total,  133. 

Education  in  Virginia — The  0.  S.  Presbyteri¬ 
ans  have  been  tryiog  to  establish  a  “  Synodical 
School  ”  for  girls,  in  Richmond,  Va.  Educational 
movements  at  the  Sonth  are  generally  an  up-hill 
business,  and  this  appears  to  be  no  exception  to  the 
rule.  The  CeiAral  Presbyterian  gives  this  doleful 
account  of  tho  enterprise : 

We  havo  frequent  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  Syn¬ 
odical  School  ID  Richmond,  some  of  them  from 
other  States,  and  have  delayed  answering  them  in 
tho  hope  that  some  cheering  intelligence  could  1^ 
given.  But  we  are  now  losing  heart  In  regard  to 
tbe  scheme.  The  committee  sent  circnlars  all  over 
the  State  for  subscriptions  of  stock,  and  bnt  two  of 
these  have  been  returned  and  they  from  the  same 
congregation.  This  fact  leads  us  to  believe  that  we 
have  mistaken  the  desire  of  the  country  churches 
to  have  this  school,  although  tbe  experience  of  this 
winter  has  increasingly  shown  tons  the  importance 
of  such  a  school  to  these  churches,  and  the  injury 
that  must  ensue  to  them  from  the  want  of  it.  Is  is 
simply  impossible  for  the  two  churches  in  this  city 
to  do  the  work  alone,  and  it  would  be  very  unwise 
to  start  with  debt,  so  that,  unless  some  new  mani¬ 
festation  of  zeal  shall  be  made  from  abroad,  we  shall 
infer  that  the  churches  do  not  want  tho  school,  and 
let  it  drop. 

A  Sad  Case. — Rev.  N.  A.  Keye.*,  lately  pastor 
of  the  OoDgrcgational  Oh.,  Princeton,  III.,  is  dead : 
“  The  disease  of  which  Mr.  Keyes  died  was,  prob¬ 
ably,  caused  by  wounded  feelings  and  depressed 
spirits  consequent  npon  the  crnelly  nvjust  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  chnrch  over  which  he  had  recently 
been  pastor,  and  by  exposure  while  packing  his  fur- 
nitnre  preparatory  to  his  removal.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Carrdtrers,  of  Portland,  He ,  has  re¬ 
signed  his  office  as  pastor.  Tbe  Maine  Evangelist  says : 
“  Dr.  Carruthers,  for  tbe  many  years  of  his  residence  in 
onr  midst,  haa  been  dbtingnished  for  his  dignified  and 
Christian  conrtesy — as  one  wise  in  counsel,  and  mighty 
in  the  Scriptares.  We  sincerely  hope  that  onr  city 
may  yet  enjoy  bis  influenoe,  thongh  his  pastoial  con¬ 
nection  should  be  dissolved.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Finnet  having  closed  his  labors  in  Boston, 
tbe  Congregationalist  thus  sums  apthe  results  :  "  Prof, 
Finney,  who  has  been  laboring  unremittingly  in  this 
city,  mostly  at  Park  street,  since  the  first  of  December 
last,  closed  his  efforts  here  on  Sabbath  evening.  Chris¬ 
tians  have,  however,  been  greatly  refreshed,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  five  or  six  hundred  persons  have  been 
bopefnlly  converted.  Mrs.  F.  has  been  an  active  co¬ 
worker,  having  repeatedly  addressed  meetings  of  la¬ 
dies,  with  great  acceptance.  $1,000  baa  been  collected 
for  Mr.  Finney,  and  |500  additional,  among  the  ladies, 
for  Mrs.  F.  |225  of  the  money  raised  was  also  donated 
to  the  sexton  for  his  extra  labors.  Besides  this,  abont 
|8,0C0  has  been  already  subscribed  toward  the  $20,003 
desired  for  the  purpose  of  fonndlng  a  Finney  professor¬ 
ship  at  Oberlin,  several  giving  $1,000  each.  The  high 
regard  in  which  Mr.  Finney  Is  held  by  those  who  have 
attended  bis  preaching,  was  warmly  attested  toward 
the  close  of  his  labors.”

The  American  Bible  Society  received  $42,730  du¬ 
ring  March.  During  the  year  inoluding  that  time, 
$441,800.  Three  membors  died  during  March,  and 
thirteen  new  auxiliary  Societies  were  formed. 

The  American  Home  Missionnry  Sooidy  received 
during  March,  $63,088.  Eighteen  missionaries 
were  re-appointed,  and  twelve  new  ones  commis¬ 
sioned. 

The  American  Board  has  received  since  last  Au¬ 
gust,  includiog  last  March,  $193,491.  During 
March,  $39,381.  Nearly  $28,000  have  been  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  “  Missionary  Paedret.” 

The  Receipts  of  the  Boards  of  the  Presbyterian 
Ohuroh  for  the  month  of  March  were— Domestic 
Missions,  $9,449  69  ;  Edneation,  $4,289  99 ;  For¬ 
eign  Missions,  $12  381  33  ;  Publication,  $8,211  64 ; 
Ohnreh  Extension  Committee,  $5,613  75.  Total, 
$39,946  40. 

The  American  Tract  Society  for  March,  received 
$80,128.  Over  $58,000  were  for  publications  sold. 


The  Mormone  will  so<»  become  the  source  of  great 
distraction  and  trouble  with  onr  goreroment.  Already 
they  have  resisted  the  United  States  laws,  and  an  Intelli¬ 
gent  man,  recently  resident  as  mail  agent  amimg  them, 
estimates  their  number  at  109,000 1  Their  abominable 
moral  code  Is  a  “  stench  in  tbe  nostrils  ”  of  decent  peo¬ 
ple,  and  yet  nothing  hot  an  ample  and  resolute  cam- 
prign  by  the  United  States  Qovernment  wHl  snbdae 
these  disgraceful  creatures.  An  intelligent  write  says : 
“  But  if  the  control  over  tbe  property  of  Mormons  ia 
tyranidcal,  that  exercised  over  their  most  sacred  private 
and  family  aff  iira  Is  still  more  so.  If  a  father  has  a 
child,  fair  and  innocent,  whom  be  loves  and  cherishes, 
and  if  she  eaptlvatos  tbe  fancy  of  some  leading  Mor¬ 
mon,  abe  will  be  taken  from  her  home  by  the  decree  of 
the  elders,  and  given  up  by  the  ceremony  of  “  sealing” 
to  become  the  fortieth  or  fiftieth  wife  of  an  old  viUIan; 
wh  le  her  predseesaon,  who  have  grown  old  In  the  same 
guilty  and  abominable  oonnecUon,  become  hia  boua^ 
hold  or  cornfield  lervanti.  It  often  happens  thata  msn 
is  sealed  to  two  women  at  tbe  same  ceremony,  and  esses 
are  not  rare  when  one  of  the  wires  so  acquired  ia  lost 
by  a  divorce  before  breakfiMri  next  monlng.** 


IritUiptt. 

“  Whom  can  we  Trust  Now,”  was  the  saddened  ex- 
c!ainalion  of  Washington,  when  the  Tjeaaon  of  Aroold 
was  commnnicated  to  him  at  West  Point  It  is  moeb 
the  same  in  mercantile  life,  in  the  great  bosicess  ave¬ 
nues  of  a  city,  where  book-keepers,  clerks,  tieatnrers 
and  offi(xv8,  old  and  long  tried,  snddMily  are  detcoted 
in  dnplicity  and  fraud.  Such  revelattons  startle,  some¬ 
times,  but  their  frequency  seems  to  moderate  aatonfah- 
ment,  bnt  does  not,  apparently,  increase  vlgflance. 

Last  week,  a  confidential  clerk  in  a  large  and  Huh- 
ionable  dry  goods  establhhment,  on  Broadway,  was  de¬ 
tected  In  embezzlements  running  through  a  series  of 
years  and  reaching  cearly  $160,030 1  This  firm  foiled 
last  season,  and  with  snch  an  unknown  (msh  draft  upon 
their  treasury,  it  is  now  no  matter  snrptlse.  But 
bnsicess  men  are  themselves  in  fault  in  rntsliiliig  In  their 
employ  “fast-young  men”  who  spend  thousands  g^nnriiy^ 
when  their  Income  can  only  be  connted  by  hundreds. 
What  they  don’t  earn  they  mnstateaL  Permitting sneh 
things  is  little  better  than  approving  of  them,  and  hence 
a  House  thus  defranded  finds  but  little  public  sympathy. 

“At  the  meetteg  of  tho  Now-Tork  Young  Men’s 
Christian  AssodaUon,  last  evening,  one  hnndred  and 
Eeventy-nice  members  of  that  Society,  inclnding  several 
prominent  clergymen  of  this  city,  annonneed  their  re¬ 
signation  of  memberiihlp.  The  movement  had  been  an¬ 
ticipated,  and  to  match  it  the  ntines  of  98  aew  members 
were  proposed  Immediately  afterl  The  resignations 
were  not  acted  on— tbe  subject  bebig  tabled  till  the  next 
meeting.  The  alleged  motive  for  this  wholesale  deeer- 
tlon  of  the  Society,  <m  the  part  of  its  early  friends,  Is  the 
desertion  by  the  Society  of  its  early  alms  and  intentions. 
The  parties  going  out  protest  definitely  that  any  late 
action  of  the  Society  on  tbe  SUvery  qnestkm  has  not 
affected  them.” 

The  ^bove  paragraph  from  tho  Daily  Times  of  Tues¬ 
day,  briefly  tells  a  sad  but  truthful  story.  Those  who 
have  been  “  behind  the  sceces”  in  the  Association,  and 
known  familiarly  the  unhappy  dissensions  and  discord 
which  prevail  there,  will  understand  why  so  many 
members  have  suddenly  witbdrrwn.  It  ia  from  no 
pro-rlavery  consideratiems,  because  a  large  majority  of 
those  are  known  as  anti-slavery  men.  Bnt  it  la  because 
they  think  the  purposes  of  the  Society  are  grossly  per¬ 
verted,  I's  privileges  abused,  and  Its  usefulness  to  be,  in 
a|great  measure,  destreyod. 

The  resignation  of  tbe  members  was  rather  a  matter 
of  form.  Every  Indivldnal  signifing  such  an  inten¬ 
tion,  has  ceased  to  regard  himself  as  a  member,  what¬ 
ever  may  be  the  action  of  the  Association.  No  other 
organization  will  bo  attempted  by  those  who  have  with¬ 
drawn,  and,  no  donht,  they  can  be  even  more  usefully 
employed  within  their  own  churches. 

Qknerous  Donation. — Some  Christian  has  bm 
doing  a  most  welcome  act,  in  the  New  Tork  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  Throngh  the  Messrs.  Carter,  he 
has  presented  to  each  student  a  copy  of  Romaine  <m 
Faith,  Memoirs  of  Prof.  Haldane  and  Brother,  Exposi- 
tion  of  tbe  Epistle  to  tbe  Romans,  and  McGee’s  Expo¬ 
sitory  Lectnres.  There  are  abont  103  stodeots,  and  the 
valoe  of  tbe  books,  after  a  generoua  dednoUon  had 
been  made  by  the  liberal  publishers,  was  eqaivalent  to 
$6  to  eoeffi  stadent.  How  many  grateful  recoUeotions 
will  olnster  in  their  hearts  aronnd  the  name  of  the  e(m- 
slderate  and  generous  donor. 

Lust  for  Office  and  its  Gains.— In  this  day  of 
grasping  power  and  love  for  the  “  Almighty  Dollar,” 
it  is  pleasant  to  find  any  class  of  officials  declining  pay. 
The  Governor  of  the  Alms-honse,  and  other  public  char¬ 
itable  institutions  in  New-York,  recently  lefosed  to  al¬ 
low  the  Legislatnre  to  pass  a  bill,  for  the  payment  of 
their  services.  They  are  all  gentlemen  in  opulent  dr- 
enmstances,  and  they  serve  their  (xxutitnMits  for  tho 
common  good  and  not  for  mere  pelf.  Who  started  the 
project  for  paying  them,  as  they  did  not  solicit  it,  is  on- 
known,  bnt  probably  sbme  hungry  one  who  has  a  re¬ 
mote  eye  to  the  sitnatlon.  The  office  of  one  of  tbe 
"  Ten  Governors  ”  is  most  responsible,  and  while  they 
are  not  employed  as  hirelings,  they  esn  act  with  personal 
independence,  as  their  position  is  not  one  accepted  fhxu 
sordid  consideratioDs.  Grant  them  salaries  and  then 
will  be  seen  the  political  vultnres,  hovering  in  crowds  * 
after  their  prey. 

Don’t  Hurt  Anything. — What  is  more  pleasant  to 
tbe  ear  than  the  song  of  birds'!  How  welcome  their 
notes  in  the  Spring,  and  how  gratefully  we  listen  totiieir 
melody.  And  yet  there  are  men  and  boys  who  wonnd 
and  kill  these  little  songsters.  Passing  through  the 
Park  the  other  day,  the  bewitching  notes  of  a  bird 
fell  like  a  charm  npon  the  ear.  In  the  very  heart  of 
this  din  of  noise  and  world  of  brick  and  mortar,  a  bird 
from  some  sunny  grove,  had  strayed  into  the  Park. 
Like  many  of  onr  enrions  friends  frem  the  “  rural  dls- 
tiicta,”  this  little  songster  like  to  have  paid  dear  for 
hia  temerity.  A  vldons  boy  hearing  the  notes  of  a  bird, 
with  a  bad  heart  began,  throwing  stones.  For  this  act 
of  inhospitality,  tbe  feathered  etrangerfisd  the  tree,  and 
DO  donbt  ia  safe  again  among  the  forests  of  Long  TeUnd 
or  shade  trees  of  Jersey.  Bat  what  we  would  My,  is  a 
word  of  oondemnation  of  this  sort  of  innate  heartlenness 
ofsomeboys.  Itshowsitselfearly  in  life,  and  teachers, 
whether  In  the  home-circle,  or  Sabbath,  or  other  schools, 
should  nnbeeltatingly  condemn  It,  before  It  becomes 
full-blown  crnelty. 

Insane  AsTLUM.->One  of  the  essential  defects  of  In¬ 
sane  lostitntlons,  is  the  absence  of  means  to  keep  the 
patients  occupied — not  from  acta  of  a  mischievous  ten¬ 
dency,  bnt  that,  active  exercise  which  shall  restore 
a  healthy  mental  equtlib.inm.  A  recent  harried  visit 
to  tbe  losane  Asylum,  belonging  to  tbk  oity,  cm  Black¬ 
well’s  Island,  (xmfirmed  foimar  impressions  <m  this  point. 
The  perfect  vacnltyof  look  and  (ntiie  llstleasness  of 
manner  among  tbe  pattenta  there,  as  in  similar  instltn- 
tlons,  seems  in  a  great  measure  the  result  of  total  indo¬ 
lence — ^tbe  absecca  of  occupation  Where  there  was  em¬ 
ployment  given,  acd  the  mind  permitted  to  divert  itself 
even  with  tbe  most  nnimportant  trifles,  the  cheerfalDess, 
and  even  loquacity  of  the  patients,  was  most  remarkable. 
In  the  female  departments  tbe  women  were  oeenpied  in 
needle- work  and  in  varions  small  ways.  This  seemed  to 
give  most  of  them  an  nnntnal  degree  of  cheerfalness. 
In  the  Ward  where  they  had  no  special  means  of  em¬ 
ployment,  the  patients  were  waodetlog  from  place  to 
place,  seemingly  anzions  for  some  object  of  interest. 
Even  a  tract  offered  them  was  eagerly  received  and 
welcomed.  In  a  large  out-door  enclotnre,  some  fifty  or 
sixty  young  men  kept  wandering  np  and  down  tbe  Avp- 
nnes,  or  slttlog  abont  in  tiie  most  UsUest  manner.  An 
offer  of  a  tract  or  newspaper  brought  nearly  every  man 
to  bis  feet,  and  each  eagerly  asked  for  s  copy  for  him¬ 
self.  They  oon’.d  nearly  sU  read,  and  the  Joy  they  be¬ 
trayed  at  having  something  to  break  In  npon  the  terri¬ 
ble  monotony  of  onemployed  body  and  mind,  was  most 
remarkable. 

This  lastilntion,  on  Black  weli’s  Island,  hae  nearly 
six  hnndred  patients,  with  all  tbe  vsrfons  shades  and 
degrees  of  insanity.  It  seems  to  be  mnniflcently  en 
dowed  and  well  cared  for  in  its  deanlineas,  order  and 
general  internal  arrangement.  The  “  mind  diseased” 
exhibits  here,  as  elsewhere,  every  variety  of  vagraey, 
bnt  ooe  form  of  it  in  an  elderly  lady  la  quite  htdierons. 
She  imogln—  she  has  charge  of  the  “  Whit*  Houle”  and 
is  Mrs.  Buchanan.  Visitors  are  invited  into  bereoneeu- 
ingly  neat  room,  to  see  her  chfidren,  u  aha  leoarks, 
and  there  she  betrays  ooe  of  her  pecnilar  vagarks.  A 
small  baaket  represents  a  cradle,  filled  with  appitqirlate 
Juvenile  bed-cloths.  Inride  of  them,  whtdly.ooramd  up, 
except  their  heads,  Isy  mojt  submissively,  a  oeiqile  of 
demure  looking  white  eaUl  Sly  had  trstoed  them  to 
lay  there  at  her  bidding,  and  nothing  oould  appareoUy 
be  more  docile  than  theee  sgad  kilteoil 
Ralph  Waldo  Emirsoh  Is  Theodore

TWO  SESSIONS  OP  THE  SABBATH 
SCHOOL. 

“  The  Sabbath  is  a  day  of  rest”  With  this 
argument  we  are  often  met,  by  many  of  our  good 
Christian  friends  who  think  that  one  session  of 
Sabbath  school  is  quite  sufficient.  True,  the 
Sabbath  is  a  day  of  rest.  But  should  it  be  a 
day  of  inactivity  ?  Is  it  not  rather  derigned  as 
a  type  of,  and  a  season  of  preparation  for  the 
Sabbath  above,  where  the  redeemed  ones  are 
continually  “  before  the  throne  of  God  and  serve 
Sim  day  and  night  in  His  temple.” 

In  reading  the  life  of  Christ,  we  find  that 
some  of  His  most  important  labors  were  perform 
ed  on  the  Sabbath.  Many  of  the  most  arduous  la 
bors  of  the  Apostle  Pahl  were  performed  on  the 
first  day  of  the  week.  We  find  him  at  Troas  con¬ 
tinuing  his  Sabbath  labors  until  midnight  and 
even  to  the  break  of  the  day  following. 

.It  is  further  urged  by  some,  that  by  occupying 
so  much  time,  the  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
School  become  irksome  to  the  scholars,  and  con¬ 
sequently  unprofitable.  This,  we  apprehend,  is 
not  generally  the  case.  We  were  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  reading  the  remarks  of  “  C.”  on  this 
point,  in  the  Evangelist  of  the  16th.  It  is  not 
the  children  who  oomplain  of  two  sessions  of 
school  Most  of  them  love  the  Sabbath  school 
and  gladly  resort  thither  whenever  they  have  an 
opportumty.  We  have  frequently,  on  stormy 
Sabbaths,  when  arriving  at  the  school  room  door 
in  advance  of  the  sexton,  found  numbers  of  the 
children  waiting  in  the  rain  for  admission.  And 
it  not  unfrequently  occurs  on  such  occasions  that 
the  proportionate  number  of  scholars  present  is 
much  greater  than  that  of  the  teachers. 

It  is  well  known,  and  often  remarked,  that 
very  many  of  our  scholars  receive  their  only  re¬ 
ligious  mstruotion  in  the  Sabbath  school,  and 
shall  we  who  profess  to  believe  that  “  religion  is 
the  chief  concern,”  say  that  two  or  three  hours 
in  each  week  is  too  much  time  to  spend  in  pre¬ 
paring  them  for  usefulness  here,  and  happiness 
hereafter.  Is  one  hour’s  religious  instruction  on 
the  Sabbath  quite  sufficient  to  counteract  the 
evil  influences  to  which  they  are  exposed  during 
the  week  ?

There  are  some 
cases,  you  think,  however,  on  which  the  particular 
rule  we  have  framed  will  bear  hardly.  And  so 
thinking,  you  have  difficulty,  also,  with  the  manner 
in  which  it  was  adopted.  On  both  these  points,  you 
will  allow  a  few  remarks,  beginning  with  the  last. 

As  to  the  rights  of  minor  ities,  my  views  were 
briefly  expressed  in  my  last  Letter  to  the  Evakge 
list.  I  quite  agree  with  you,  that  there  should  be 
“  due  respect  ”  to  their  consciences.  And  you  will 
quite  agree  with  me,  that  there  should  be  “  due  re¬ 
spect,”  also,  to  the  consciences  of  the  majority.  It 
is  not  for  us  to  weigh  consciences — that  belongs  to 
God.  "We  can  only  number  them.  If  seven  men 
are  equal  owners  of  a  certain  railroad,  and  six  of 
them  believe  it  would  be  sin  against  God  to  run 
the  cars  on  the  Sabbath,  it  will  hardly  answer  for 
the  seventh  to  tay,  “  You  may  understand  that  it 
is  my  part  of  tho  property  that  trenches  on  holy 
time.”

You  express  a  doubt,  however,  whether  adequate 
pains  have  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  views  of  our 
constituents.  I  can  assure  yon,  my  dear  brother 
that  to  few  subjects  within  onr  sphere  has  more 
carefnl  attention  been  given.  Nor  have  we  lacked 
means  of  infarmstion.  We  are  not  omniscent,  in¬ 
deed.  We  cannot  pretend  to  know  the  views  of 
everybody.  Yet,  as  to  the  general  snbject  of  our 
relations  as  a  society  to  slavery,  views  and  opinions 
have  been  reaching  ns  from  a  thousand  quarters, 
You  surely  are  not  ignorant  of  the  diligence  with 
which  the  American  Missionary  Association  has  kept 
the  matter  before  the  public.  You  have  not  for' 
gotten  what  discussion  of  the  general  principles  in 
vo’.ved,  in  public  and  to  private,  to  imposing  quarter 
lies  and  lighter  hebdomadal8,the  action  of  the  Ameri 
can  Board  occasioned.  Gould  you  read  onr  corres¬ 
pondence,  you  would  have  still  further  light.  You 
speak,  however,  of  publishing  the  particular  resolu 
tion  we  proposed  to  adopt,  of  putting  it  into  the 
papers,  and  calling  for  “  a  free  disenssionB”  This 
would,  indeed,  have  been  a  novel  movement.  We 
shonld  have  had  the  credit  of  initiating  a  truly  unique 
method  of  settling  the  delicate  and  difficult  questions 
so  fre  q  uently  arising  to  our  benevo  lent  Boards.  In 
formation  may,  as  I  have  said,  be  gathered  from  the 
newspapers,  to  regard  to  public  sentiment.  Yet 
cannot  bat  express  a  doubt  about  this  particular 
use  of  them.  It  suggests  to  me,  you  will  pardon 
me  for  saying,  Macanley’s  shrewd  remark  about 
“  an  army  commanded  by  a  debating  club.”  I  can 
not  question  that  your  clear  judgment  will,  on  furth 
er  reflection,  come  to  a  similar  view.  As  to  consul 
tation  with  the  Missouri  Home  Missionary  Society. 

I  have  only  to  say,  that  Missouri  is  but  one  of  the 
twenty-five  States  in  which  we  have  missionaries.  It 
would  have  been  very  difficult  formally  to  consult 
all  our  auxiliaries.  We  have  never  done  this  ' 
in  as  pecific  case.  It  has  never  been  thought 
necessary.  It  has  never  been  expected.  Had  we 
done  it,  however,  in  tins  particular  instance, 
there  can  be  no  question  about  the  result.  We 
had  much  light,  as  to  tho  general  subject,  even 
from  Missouri,  as  you  will  see  in  the  sequel.  Nor 
do  I  think  that  farther  toquiry  weuld  have  made 
any  material  addition  to  it.  Of  this,  at  least,  you 
may  be  assured,  that  if  yourself,  or  any  brother  like- 
minded,  was  not  particularly  consulted,  it  was 
from  no  lack  of  the  most  afiectionate  and  respectful 
consideration. 

I  will  only  add,  as  to  the  adoption  of  the  rule, 
that  we  were  forced  to  it,  not  by  a  sadden  impulse, 
but  by  a  steady,  long  continued,  and  ever  increas¬ 
ing  pressure.  A  pressure,  too,  which  we  had  no 
right  to  disregard,  coming,  as  it  did,  not  from 
“  ont-siders,”  but  from  onr  constituents.  The 
attitude  and  aspect  of  Slavery  at  the  South, 
is,  by  no  means,  what  it  was.  The  fact  of 
a  great  and  general  apostaey — not  without  ex¬ 
ceptions,  I  am  happy  to  believe— is  patent  to  all 
men.  Once  the  position  of  Dr.  Green’s  resoln- 
tiuns  was  almost  universally  held.  Slavery,  it  was 
admitted,  is  abnormal,  a  sad  excressence,  a  gangrene 
upon  the  body  social  and  politic,  “  utterly  inconsis¬ 
tent  with  the  law  of  God,”  and  “  with  the  spirit  and 
principles  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.”  The  only  ques¬ 
tion  raised  was  about  the  way  of  getting  rid  of  it. 
Even  in  1844,  a  distinguished  clergyman,  in  a  Slave 
State,  wrote  to  us  in  approbation  of  our  rule  respect¬ 
ing  ministers.  “  I  told  him,”  he  raid  to  us,  to  refrr- 
ence  to  a  particular  applicant,  “  Yon  had  done  right. 
You  would  not  have  funds  to  help  any  of  our 
churches,  if  you  had  aided  slave-holding  ministers. 

You  had  better  not  dirty  your  society  by 
tonebing  the  filthy  thing.”  Bat  how  changed  now 
Southern  sentiment,  with  its  abrogation  of  com¬ 


promises,  its  Kinsas  outrages,  its  general  Slavery 
propagandism,  its  Dred  Scott  decisions,  its  sugges¬ 
tion,  even,  of  the  revival  of  the  slave  trade.  We  have, 
indeed,  to  borrow  your  allusion,  borne  with  it,  and 
dug  about  it.  Bat  alas,  instead  of  good  fruit,  it  has 
brought  forth  Minority  Reports^Pro-SIavery  Speech¬ 
es  to  the-General  Assembly,  Ross  Letters,  and  other 
like  defencea  of  the  “  peculiar  Institution  ”  With 
Oalhouniim  in  the  State,  has  come  Oalhounism  in 
the  church.-  Dr.  Ross’s  views  are  not,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  “  peculiar  ”  to  himself.  Slavery  ia  accepted, 
as  it  is"  as  an  Institution  of  God,  standing  on  the 
Same  foundation  as  the  domestic  economy,  and  of 
happy  icfiaence,  both  temporal  and  spiritual.  To 
this  altered  state  of  things  must  not  onr  action 
be  adapted  ?  Are  our  constituents  unreasonable  to 
atktog,  as  the  great  majority  of  them  do,  that  in  di*. 
boratog,  at  the  South,  the  funds  put  into  our  hands, 
we  make  inquiry  as  to  the  sort  of  Ohristianity  we 
are  propagating  ?  And  if  any  mle  is  to  be  adopted, 
what  milder,  more  moderate  one,  could  pocsibly  be 
thought  of  ?  What  happier  mean  between  extremes 
could  hnmaa  wisdom  devise  ? 

You  think,  however,  there  are  some  cases— ex¬ 
ceptional  onea— in  which  the  working  of  the  rule 
will  be  infelicitona.  Without  pntertog  minutely  in¬ 
to  the  specifioations  yon  make,  it  will  suffice  to 
offer  three  general  suggestions. 

1.  You  must  trust  the  discretion  of  tU  ComnUtet. 
You  know  who  they  are.  Leaving  myaelfontof 
view,  I  am  quite  willing  to  commit  to  your  judg 
ment  the  question  whether  the  wisdom,  candor,  and 
fidelity  of  such  men  may  not  be  relied  on.  Or,  if 
they  cannot  bo  tmated,  let  others  be  put  in  theig 
place.  1  have  no  authority  to  indicate,  beforehand 
just  how  the  rule  will  be  applied.  Tot  I  can  adopt, 
confidently,  what  is  said  in  the  Home  Missionary, 
for  May,  “  If  the  relation  of  these  ministers  and 
churches  [those  applying  for  aid]  to  Slavery  is  such 
as,  in  the  opinion  of  candid,  impartial  Christian 
jnen,  entitles  them  to  sympathy  and  assiatanee, 
we  Mieve  that  the  Acts  which  indicate  this  will 
be  cemmnnicated,  as  they  will  be  received  with 
pleasure,  and  the  aid  they  need  will  be  liberally  be- 1 


stowed.  ’  I  add,  with  the  paper  from  which  this 
extract  is  made,  “  If  the  facts  furnished  do  not  In¬ 
dicate  this,  may  not  the  friends  of  this  Society  de¬ 
cide  for  ttemselves,  whether  they  wUl  dispense 
their  charities  to  these,  or  other  objects  ?” 

2.  There  is  no  general  law,  that  may  not,  in  some  pv 
»ille  casts,  have  an  unpleasant  bearing,  xho  laws  of 
electricity  are  all  good,  but  a  stroke  of  lightning, 

owever  normal,  may  bo  a  serious  inconvenience. 

The  law  of  graviution  is  an  admirable  thing.  Bat 
If  I  loose  my  footing  on  a  flight  of  stairs,  I  may  with 
it  were  snspended  in  that  particular  case.  Even  if 
under  the  wisest  working  of  our  rule,  there  should 
be  some  instances  of  hardship,  you  are  too  good  a' 
logician  to  infer  thence  a  condemnation  of  it. 

3.  There  will  be  fevier  cases, I  apprehend,  that  even 
you  would  deem  justly  exceptionti,tLin  your  remarks 
would  lead  us  to  suppose  Not  burdening  the  columns 
of  the  EvANGEHsr,with  extracts  from  tho  letters  of 
missionaries  in  other  States,  let  me  quote  from  some 
in  Missouri.  One  of  them  who  had  made  an  effort 
to  procure  “  white  help,”  and  in  consequenee  was 
accused  of  being  an  abolitionist,  says,  “  The  chnreh 
has  voted  that  they  are  convinced  I  am  no  aboli¬ 
tionist,  that  I  came  among  them  to  preach  tho  gos¬ 
pel  and  not  to  promote  abolitionism,  that  they  have 
confidence  in  my  Christian  character,  and  in  my 
zeal,  but  that  owing  to  tho  state  of  popular  feeling, 

I  can  no  longer  bo  nseful  among  them.”  Another, 
who  has  labored  in  the  State  faithfully  for  eight 
years,  says,  “  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Pro-Slavery 
sentiment  has  so  much  increased  in  my  church,  I 
had  bettor  go  where  I  can  have  more  sympathy, 
and  where  no  mean  espionage  is  practised.  I  am 
satisfied  that  Eastern  men,  who  will  not  swallow 
Slavery,  head  and  horns,  had  better  not  go  into  the 
•Slave  States  to  preach.  They  can  do  mote  good 
elsewhere.”  Another  says,  “  I  never  heard  of  a 
case  of  discipline  where  a  slave  was  concerned.  Nor 
do  I  think  it  would  he  an  easy  matter  to  induce  a 
Session  to  take  up  such  a  case ,  unless  it  was  one  of 
the  most  flagrant  character.  There  U  a  good  deal 
of  diffisulty  in  the  way  of  bringing  the  principles  of 
the  gospel  to  beat  with  specific  refrreace  to  the 
question  of  Slavery.  I  do  nOt  think  It  could  be 
done  from  the  pulpit,  in  any  place  to  Missouri,  save 
St.  Louis .”  He  adds,  “  I  have  never  alluded  to 
Slavery  by  name  in  the  pulpit,”  Another  writes, 
‘•Outside  of  the  church,  recently,  there  has  sprang 
up,  causelessly,  an  excitement  on  the  subject  of  Sla¬ 
very.  An  irreligious  man,  falsely  threw  out  the 
suggestion,  that  I  had  been  prevented  from  bolding 
meetings  in  his  neighborhood,  because  of  my  abo¬ 
litionist  principles.  This,  you  well  kao  w,  whether 
true  or  false,  would  spread  like  wildfire,  especially 
to  this  community.  Other  trivial  things  were  mag¬ 
nified,  and  distorted,  until  some  of  our  trustees  and 
leading  members  seemed  entirely  to  forget  the 
roles  of  Ohristian  or  even  of  common  courtesy ;  and 
the  result  is,  that  it  would  be  useless  for  me  to 
stay  longer  here,  er  perhaps  in  the  State.”  An¬ 
other  was  obliged  to  leave  his  field  of  labor  from  re¬ 
gard  to  “personal  secutity.”  “I  therefore  with 
drew,”  he  says,  “without  unseemly  haste,  with  de~ 
liberation  and  dignity,  still  certain  that  if  I  had 
remained  ten  days  longer,  there  would  have  been 
insult,  threats,  and  perhaps  physical  violence  to 
myself.” 

With  facts  like  these  coming  to  us,  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  change  to  public  feeling  at  the  South,  and  with 
a  corresponding  change  in  the  feelings  of  our  con¬ 
stituents,  how  was  it  possible  for  us  to  do  less  than 
we  did  ?  I  have  said  that  our  action  “  will  not  be 
reversed.”  In  this,  as  you  remark,  with  your  usu¬ 
al  felicity  of  language,  “  I  speak  advisedly.”  Yes 
— not  boastfiilly,  or  arrogantly,  but  advisedly.  A 
very  respectable  print  to  this  city,  the  NewYork  Ob¬ 
server,  has  predicted  that  “the  resolution  will  be  re¬ 
considered  and  rescinded,  or  explained  away  be¬ 
fore  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  Oleve- 
land.”  A  new  proof  this,  that  the  ago  of  prophecy 
is  past .  Let  the  friends  of  the  tioriety  every¬ 
where  be  assured,  that  there  will  be  no  treating  back. 
The  voice  of  onr  constituents,  I  am  confident,  will 
bid  us  stand  firm.  I  spoke  in  my  lait  letter  to  the 
Evangelist,  of  private  communications.  We  are 
beginning  to  hear  from  the  Great  West,  the  rever¬ 
beration  of  Preaby  terial  thunder.  The  Central  Chris¬ 
tian  Herald  of  April  16,  says,  “All  the  Western 
Presbyteries,  as  Car  as  heard  from,  endorse  the 
Herald  and  the  A.  H.  M.  Society  by  very  decided 
votes.”  Among  them  I  note  the  Presby  teries  of  I/tdi- 
anapolis,  Madison,  Ottawa,  Cincinnati,  Clevdand^ 
and  Franklin,  embracing  many  of  our  most  exooU- 
ent  and  tofinential  miniatera.  And  I  have  joat  learn¬ 
ed,  that  the  Presbyteries  of  Pennsylvania  and  Utica 
have  taken  unanimously  a  similar  stand.  These  are 
among  the  many  indications  confirmatory  of  our 
judgment  respecting  the  public  sentiment. 

A  word  on  your  reference  to  certain  remarks  in 
the  Utter  part”  of  my  first  letter  to  thoEvANOE- 
Thesehad  reference  to  the  effset  on  onr 
Church  of  a  separation  from  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  on  account  of  iU  recent  action.  On  thought¬ 
ful  review,  I  would  rather  repeat  than  retract  them. 
Eren  the  opposition  to  that  action,  though  it  comes, 
to  some  instances,  as  I  have  freely  admitted,  from 
Anti-Slavery  men,  is  to  great  extent,  from  a  differ¬ 
ent  quarter,  and,  come  whence  it  may,  has  a  Pro- 
Slavery  bearing.  Of  the  religious  papers  eircuiating 
among  us  which  take  that  side,  excepting  only  oar 
esteemed  Evangelist— which,the  more  we  eiteem, 
the  more  do  many  of  us  regret  its  coarse  to  this 
particular  case — not  one,  I  believe,  is,  at  present, 
thoronghly  and  decidedly  on  Aati-Slsverygroaad. 
The  New  York  Observer  rejoices,  with  exceeding  joy, 
the  opposition  to  our  resolution.  “It  is,” 
says  that  paper,  “  one  of  Vss  most  gratifying 
and  encouraging  signs  of  the  times.  It  says,  in 
tones  not  to  be  mistaken,  that  while  a  de- 
decided  Anti-SUvery  feeling  prevails  and  increases, 
yet  the  churches  will  not  bow  the  knee  to  the  . 
Baal  of  Abolitioniinm”  That  is  to  say,  in  opposing 
our  action,  Oonstitutional  Presbyterians  are  coming 
over  to  the  Ohserver’s  views  on  the  subject  of  Sla¬ 
very.  While,  in  common  with  yourself,  I  have  on 
come  points  differed  widely  from  the  Observer,  I 
have  always  thought  it  a  shrewd  print.  Aud  I  sea 
here  a  fresh  proof  of  its  shre  trdness.  Depend  upon 
it,  my  dear  brother,  whatever  be  the  motives  of 
those  concerned,  the  force  and  effect  of  things  will 
be  as  the  Observer  intimates.  There  will  be  an  ef¬ 
fort,  I  leam,  in  the  coming  Assembly,  to  secure  • 
condemnation  of  the  Sodety’s  action.  There  will 
be  a  willingnesa  on  the  part  of  some  to  pais  almost 
any  “  stultified  abstractions  ”  about  Slavery,  if  such 
praoticalities  as  the  Society’s  resolution  may  be  re¬ 
buked.  For  the  sake  of  a  dear  pradkai  gain,  lagia- 
donsmen  are  often  willing  to  fiH«go  mereabstra^oos. 
It  is  my  hope  and  tmst,  however,  onr  Assem¬ 
bly  will  take  no  such  step.  It  would,  I  am  oonfir 
dent,  work  great  Injury  to  onr  beloved  Oburdu 
We  have,  as  yon  say,  a  noble  reoorA  Let  not  its 
luster  be  dimmed  by  any  shadow  of  dsgeoera^. 
Our  ftir  fame  was  pat  to  a  sore  trial  at  the  last 
Assembly.  I  hope,  to  some  respects,  never  to  see 
such  another.  I  have  large  expectation  of  the 
next — that  it  will  otter  no  donbtful  voioe,  that  it 
will  walk  by  the  great  lighta  of  other  days,  lights 
that  shine  with  a  more  welcome  brightness  for 
the  very  mists  that  have  been  gathering  aronnd 


I  must  stay  my  pen,  however,  takas  np  not  to 
enter  npon  a  controversy,  but*  merely  to  utter  e 
brotherly  response  to  your  kind  and  eonrieons  letter. 
May  the  bleiaing  of  heaven  be  eipr  npoo  too— as  it 
was  to  your  Eastern  field,  so  aad  more  abundantly 
in  your  new  Western  home.

No  thonghtfol  American  can  read  It  attentively 
ud  not  be  profited  by  Its  suggestions  in  regard  to 
his  own  country.  It  brings  America  in  its  peculiar 
features  of  population,  races,  government,  institu¬ 
tions  and  customs,  face  to  face  with  Europe,  point¬ 
ing  out  the  contrasts  between  them.  A  more  feith- 
fiil  and  yet  friendly  hand  has  rarely  held  up  before 
us  the  mirror  of  our  national  life.  In  most  of  the 
views  presented,  we  heartily  concur,  and  we  cheer- 
folly  commend  them  to  the  attention  of  American 
readers.  There  is  but  little  in  the  work  that  can 
give  any  jwt  cause  of  offence,  or  even  objection, 
although  it  must  be  said  in  justice  to  the  author 
that  without  the  least  reserve  he  hesitates  not  to 
call  things  by  their  right  names.  Here  and  there 
a  sentenee  strikes  us  as  un  warranUbly  harsh  or 
sweeping,  as  where  in  speaking  of  Southern  minis¬ 
ters,  he  asserts  that  “  they  have  identified  the 
cause  of  their  God,  with  the  cause  of  bondage  and 
cbattelhood.”  Judge  Kane’s  decision  in  the  case 
of 'Williamson  is  one  of  those  points  where  Europe 
can  famish  a  parallol,  and  our  author  finds  it  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Austriau  tyrant  with  the  Lom¬ 
bard  patriots  of  1822.  The  influence  of  the  Sabbath 
upon  the  social  condiUon  of  the  country  is  justly 
appreciated.  The  author’s  remarks  upon  Romanism 
areas  true  as  they  are  forcible;  “Its  enmity  to 
reason  is  indisputable  and  recorded  by  every  coun¬ 
try  on  every  page  of  the  annals  of  human  progress 
and  developcment.  .  .  .  Nothing  in  the  whole 
creation  is  more  antagonistic  than  Romanism  and 
the  luminous  and  sacred  principles  which  consti¬ 
tute  exclusively  the  fullness  of  the  social  life  of 
America.  .  .  -  The  history  of  this  militant  ag¬ 
gressive  order,  so  unrelenting  in  the  prosecution  of 
power,  shows  that  one  of  its  cardinal  objects  in  ed¬ 
ucation  is  to  prepare  and  drill  the  mind  to  an  ab¬ 
solute-dependence,  to  crush  out,  extinguish’ any 
spaik  cf  self  judgment,  not  only  in  the  lilty,  but 
likewise  In  the  clergy.”  The  author’s  remaiks 
upon  the  American  pulpit  are  quite  brief,  yet  in  the 
main  discriminating  and  just.  Had  we  space,  there 
are  one  or  two  sentences  to  which  we  would  espe¬ 
cially  advert.  The  work  as  a  whole  is  one  of  great 
ability,  and  will  often  recall  to  the  reader  the  pro¬ 
found  observations  of  De  Tocqueville’s  Democracy 
in  America.

That 
it  has  been  greatly  amended  and  improved  under 
the  editorial  supervision  of  Mr.  Wells  wo  have  no 
doubt.  Few  men  are  in  a  position  to  perform  such 
a  service  more  thoroughly  and  acceptably  than  this 
author.

The  expedition  detailed  in  this  narrative  is  a 
matter  of  national  interest.  The  appearance  of  onr 
iq  iadron  in  the  waters  of  Japan  was  a  great  event, 
which  may  prove  the  forerunner  cf  a  new  commerce 
with  the  East.  It  was  an  expedition  undertaken, 
not  for  purposes  of  war,  but  to  promote  a  peaceful 
intercourse.  It  was  conducted  with  great  prudence 
and  firmness,  and  resulted  in  obtaining  important 
commercial  advantages,  without  the  shedding  of 
one  drop  of  blood.  It  may  yet  lead  to  the  opening 
not  only  of  that  empire,  but  of  all  Eastern  Asia,  to 
American  commerce  and  civilizition.
